ISRAEL  and  the  Vatican  an¬ 
nounced.  aih  agreement  yesterday, 
establishing  full  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions,  with'  the  Catholic  Church 
being  allowed  to  participate  in  ef¬ 
forts  to  determine  tiie  future  of 
Jerusalem.

Rabbi  David  Rosen,  one  of  the 
negotiators  of  the  Vatican-Israel 
agreement,  said  the  agreement 
was  an  affirmation  of  the  dramatic 
improvement  in  relations  between 
Roman  Catholics  and  Jews. 

“It  will  affect  the  way  Jews  are 
viewed  within  the  Catholic  world 
and  the  way  Jews  feel  they  are 
viewed  within  the  Catholic 
world,”  Rosen  said. 

In  the  fundamental  agreement 
signed  on  December  30,  Israel  and 
the  Vatican  agreed  to  establish  foil 
diplomatic  relations  within  four 
months*  after  the  accord  was  rati¬ 
fied.  At  first,  Israeli  officials  said, 
the  Vatican  suggested  that  both 
countries  be  represented  by  emis¬ 
saries  of  their  governments  or 


leaders. 

“Many  skeptics  believed  that  it 
would  be  difficult,  maybe  impossi¬ 
ble,  to  establish  foil  diplomatic  re¬ 
lations  with  the  Vatican  without  a 
comprehensive  peace  agreement 
in  the  Middle  East,”  Bolin  said. 

But  Israel  insisted  that  full  dip¬ 
lomatic  relations  be  established 
with  ambassadors,  the  officials 
said.  Hie  two  governments  ex¬ 
changed  ambassador-level  repre¬ 
sentatives  six  weeks  ago  -  Shmuel 
Hadas  on  the  Israeli  ride,  and 
Montezemolo  for  the  Vatican.

Religious  Affairs  Ministry  must 
fund  non-Orthodox  Jewish  groups 


THE  Religious  Affairs  Ministry 
will,  from  now  on,  give  money  to 
non-Ortbodox  religious  groups, 
under  an  agreement  given  the 
force  of  a  verdict  by  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  yesterday. 

The  agreement  was  readied  be¬ 
tween  the  ministry  and  the  Ma- 
sorti  (Conservative)  Movement, 
-  the  Israel  Movement  for  Progres¬ 
sive  (Reform)  Judaism  and  He¬ 
brew  Union  College,  which  had 
petitioned  the  court  last  year 
against  the  ministry’s  refusal  to 
grant  them  -funding.  Justices 
Aharon  Barak,  Theodor  Orr  and 
Zvi  Tal  gave  the  agreement  the 
force  of  a  verdict. 

According  to  the  agreement, 
the  ministry  will  add  another  cate¬ 
gory  to  its  list  of  eligible  funding 
recipients,  called  simply,  “other 
Jewish  religious  institutions.” 

Funding  applications  will  still  be 
judged  by  existing  criteria,  it  adds, 
but  “in  accordance  with  the 
changes  that  follow  from  the  char¬ 
acter  and  ideological  path  of  these

other  institutions.” 

The  agreement  is  retroactive  to 
1993,  when  the  petitioners  submit¬ 
ted  their  request  for  ministry  fund¬ 
ing.  Tbe  ministry  promised  to  de¬ 
cide  on  the  amount  of  money  to 
which  they  are  retroactively  enti¬ 
tled  within  60  days. 

“According  to  the  ruling,  the  Re¬ 
ligious  Affaire  Ministry  win  be  obli¬ 
gated  to  treat  [Orthodox  and  non- 
Orthodox  institutions]  equally.” 
said  an  exultant  Rabbi  Uri  Regev, 
head  of  the  Reform  Movement’s 
Religious  Action  Committee. 

Regev  said  the  decision  was  an 
important  step  towards  full  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  Conservative  and  Re¬ 
form  movements.  While  it  would 
not  immediately  create  a  change 
in  the  public’s  attitudes,  he  said,  it 
was  almost  certain  to  influence  the 
behavior  of  all  government 
institutions: 

“[The  agreement]  wasn’t 


reached  on  the  Religious  Affairs 
Ministry's  judgment,”  he  ex¬ 
plained.  “It  was  readied  on  the 
judgment  of  the  Justice  Ministry 
and  the  attorney-general.  The  at¬ 
torney-general  recognized  that  it 
was  impossible  to  defend  a  dis¬ 
criminatory  policy.” 

According  to  Regev,  the  minis¬ 
try  had  refused  funding  to  Hebrew 
Union  -College  on  the  grounds 
that,  since  it  accepted  women  and 
included  secular  studies,  it  was  not 
a  yeshiva.  However,  it  never  gave 
any  reason  for  refusing  funding  to 
the  other  two  petitioners,  he  said. 

Regev  also  said  the  decision  was 
a  victory  on  the  practical  level, 
because  it  would  grant  non-Ortho¬ 
dox  institutions  access  to  the  funds 
needed  to  maintain  and  expand 
their  activities. 

A  senior  source  in  the  Religious 
Affairs  Ministry  responded  to  the 
court  decision  yesterday  by  say¬ 
ing,  “I  don’t  know  what  they  [the

Iraqis  said 
deported 
to  Lebanon

FOUR  Iraqis  who  crossed  into  Is¬ 
rael  within  the  past  few  months 
seeking  asylum  were  yesterday  de¬ 
ported  to  Lebanon,  according  to 
reports  from  the  region. 

They  were  taken  handcuffed 
and  under  armed  guard  by  IDF 
troops  to  the  Hamra  crossing  gate 
on  the  northern  border  of  the  se¬ 
curity  zone,  on  the  coast,  and 
released. 

UNIFIL  spokesman  Timur 
Goksel  said  four  men  approached 
a  UN  checkpoint  manned  by  Fiji¬ 
an  soldiers  near  the  Hamra  cross¬ 
ing  and  identified  themselves  as 
Iraqi  citizens. 

They  told  the  surprised  UN 
troops  that  they  had  crossed  into 
Israel  seeking  asylum,  but  instead 
had  been  imprisoned  and  then 
yesterday  were  dumped  at  the  se¬ 
curity  zone  border  and  told  to 
walk  north. 

Goksel  said  that  UNIFIL  tried 
to  contact  the  International  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Red  Cross,  but 
found  that  they  knew  nothing 
about  the  matter.  He  said  that  the 
four  were  then  handed  over  to 
representatives  of  the  Lebanese 
army. 

No  comment  was  available  last 
night  from  the  army  spokesman  or 
Other  sources  about  the  incident.

Ramon’s  great 
personal  achievement

EVEN  Haim  Ramon's  bitterest  en¬ 
emies  cannot  deny  that  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  a  national  health  insurance 
law  separating  medical  care  from 
politics  and  abolishing  the  link  be¬ 
tween  the  Histadrut  and  Kupat  Ho- 
lim  Oalit  is  his  personal  achieve¬ 
ment.  and  one  of  historic 
dimension. 

Without  his  uncanny  perception 
of  the  political  possibilities  and  will¬ 
ingness  to  take  serious  risks,  the 
far-reaching  reform  in  the  law 
would  not  have  come  about. 

Ramon  maneuvered  between  the 
political  factions  in  the  Knesset  like 
a  hiker  who  tries  to  cross  a  stream 
without  getting  wet  by  leaping  from 
one  stone  to  another.  He  aligned 
himself  alternatively  with  the  Ukud 
and  Labor  as  it  suited  the  purposes 
of  his  grand  scheme. 

In  March,  he  did  not  hesitate  to 
join  forces  with  the  Ukud  to  block 
a  government  version  of  the  bill 
preserving  the  Histadrut's  central 
role  in  health  insurance. 

-  When  his  brazen  act  of  violating 
party  discipline  created  a  stalemate 
in  the  battle  over  which  version  of 
the  bill  would  be  approved,  Ramon 
bohed  from  Labor  and  formed  his 
own  Histadrut  list. 

After  their  election  victory,  Ra¬ 
mon  and  Amir  Peretz  resumed  ef¬ 
forts  to  pass  the  bill.  A  chastened 


Labor  Party  was  now  ready  to  com¬ 
promise  by  severing  the  link  be¬ 
tween  the  Histadrut  and  Kupat  Ho- 
lim  Clalit  in  return  for  separate 
legislation  guaranteeing  continued 
tending  for  the  Histadnit. 

With  Labor  in  Ramon's  pocket 
and  a  majority  for  the  national 
health  insurance  bill  assured,  the 
Ukud  could  return  to  the  preferred 
role  of  fighting  opposition.  It  railed 
against  tiie  provision  calling  for  a 
workers  organization  tax  even 
though  it  had  supported  Ramon's 
proposal  for  a  similar  provision 
three  months  earlier,  when  Labor 
opposed  it. 

However.  Ramon's  maneuvering 
on  the  health  bill  has  not  ended. 
During  the  past  three  days,  Ramon 
has  sewn  the  seeds  of  his  next  po¬ 
tential  alliance  with  the  Likud  by 
promising  to  abolish  Paragraph  71, 
linking  implementation  of  the 
health  insurance  law  to  passage  of  a 
workers  organization  tax.  if  the 
condition  delays  enactment  of  the 
law  by  a  angle  day. 

By  the  time  he  has  to  make  good 
his  promise,  if  it  comes  to  that. 
Ramon  will  be  installed  as  Hista¬ 
drut  secretary-general.  It  remains 
to  be  seen  whether  he  will  be  will¬ 
ing  by  then  to  take  a  step  which 
would  undermine  the  Histadrut’s 
financial  base.

ACRI  demands 


panel  to  review 


laws  on  torture

JUSTICE  Minister  David  Liba’i 
should  immediately  establish  a 
committee  of  experts  to  examine 
Israeli  legislation  on  torture  and 
its  degree  of  compliance  with  in¬ 
ternational  treaties,  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  Civil  Rights  in  Israel 
(ACRI)  demanded  yesterday. 

It  was  responding  to  a  report 
issued  Tuesday  by  the  American 
group  Human  Rights  Watch,  and 
to  a  documentary  called  The  Film 
Thai  Wasn’t  which  aired  on  TV 
that  same  night. 

The  316-page  Human  Rights 
Watch  report  contained  inter¬ 
views  with  36  Palestinians  who 
claimed  they  were  systematically 
tortured  by  the  army  during  inves¬ 
tigations.  The  IDF  denied  the  ac¬ 
cusations. 

The  documentary,  by  Ram 
Levy,  also  contained  interviews 
with  Palestinians  describing  being 
drained  to  chairs  or  kept  with  a 
sack  over  their  heads,  as  well  as 
interviews  with  Israelis  -  such  as 
an  army  medic  -  who  confirmed 
some  of  the  reports. 

Attorney  Eliahu  Abram  noted 
in  his  letter  to  Liba'i  that  the  min¬ 
isterial  committee  on  legislation 
had  decided  a  year  ago  to  set  op  a 
committee  of  experts  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  torture,  headed  by  the  at¬ 
torney-general.  Since  then,  how¬ 
ever,  nothing  has  been  done,  he 
said. 

Abram  said  that  while  most 
countries  outlaw  torture  -  in  Brit¬ 
ain,  for  instance,  the  maximum 
sentence  for  this  crime  is  life  in 
prison  —  the  closest  Israeli  law 
comes  to  even  defining  torture  is  a 


section  of  the  penal  code  relating 
to  “pressure  on  a  dvil  servant,” 
which  bears  a  maximum  penalty  of 
three  years  in  jail.  There  is  no 
mention  on  the  law  books  of 
psychological  torture,  for  in¬ 
stance,  even  though  this  is  out¬ 
lawed  by  international  treaties,  he 
said. 

“Whether  we're  talking  about 
violations  of  what  is  permitted  or 
flaws  in  the  investigation  proce¬ 
dures,  whether  the  testimony  is 
exaggerated  or  exact,  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  to  ignore  this  aching  problem 
at  the  heart  of  a  justice  system 
which  proclaims  human  dignity  as 
a  supreme  value.”  Abram  said.  _ 

Abram  admitted  that  changing 
the  legislation  was  only  a  first 
step.  For  instance,  a  1987  commis¬ 
sion  headed  by  former  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Moshe  Landau 
ruled  that  it  was  permissible  for 
General  Security  Service  investi¬ 
gators  to  use  “moderate  physical 
pressure”  or  “nonviolent  psycho¬ 
logical  pressure.” 

The  justification  for  this, 
Abram  said,  is  tire  need  to  obtain 
information  which  could  prevent 
acts  of  terror.  Therefore,  even  if 
the  law  were  explicit,  GSS  investi¬ 
gators  might  still  be  able  to  avoid 
criminal  liability  by  claiming  ne¬ 
cessity,  he  said. 

“[Even  today,]  it's  very  much  a 
problem  of  violations,  not  the  law 
itself,”  he  said.  “And  the  worst 
[human  rights]  criminals,  such  as 
Chile,  have  venerable  laws  on 
their  books  outlawing  torture.  But 
[laws]  can  help. -They’re  a  declara¬ 
tion  of  values.”

Rabat  meeting  focuses  on  development 


Africa  endorses  J’lem 


as  Palestinian  capital 


RABAT  (Reuter)  -  Delegates 
from  46  countries  and  internation¬ 
al  bodies  met  here  yesterday  to 
examine  draft  plans  for  regional 
economic  development  in  the 
Middle  East  as  part  of  the  peace 
process. 

“This  does  not  have  much  to  do 
with  politics.  We  are  moving  into 
the  real  world  of  economic  welfare 
without  which  there  can  be  no  real 
peace,”  said  a  member  of  the 
American  delegation,  led  by  Dan¬ 
iel  Kurtzer,  deputy  assistant  secre¬ 
tary  of  state  for  Near  East  affairs. 

“We  should  redouble  efforts  to 
include  Syria  and  Lebanon  in  the 
talks. .  .The  US  remains  deeply  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  peace  process,” 


Kurtzer  told  the  opening  session. 

Most  Arab  League  member 
states  were  attending  the  two-day 
meeting,  except  Libya  and  Iraq 
who  were  not  invited,  a  European 
Union  (EU)  source  said.  Syria  and 
Lebanon  were  also  absent. 

The  meeting  is  the  fifth  in  a 
series  since  the  Regional  Econom¬ 
ic  Development  Working  Group 
was  set  up  after  the  Madrid  peace 
conference  in  November  1991. 

The  group  is  to  study  35  pro¬ 
jects  in  the  Copenhagen  Action 
Han  drafted  at  the  last  meeting  in 
the  Danish  capital. 

“We  are  at  a  crucial  stage. 
About  17  of  the  projects  are  now 
ready  for  feasabOity  studies  or  sur¬ 


veys.  The  time  has  come  for  ac¬ 
tion,”  a  Middle  East  delegate 
said. 

The  action  plan  includes  pro¬ 
jects  in  infrastructure,  road  and 
rail  transport,  tourism,  dvil  avia¬ 
tion,  agriculture  and  fisheries  to 
be  implemented  multilateraUy  in  a 
general  area  stretching  from  the 
Atlantic  to  the  Gulf. 

Examples  are  tourism  parks  lo¬ 
cated  between  the  Red  and  Dead 
seas,  or  in  the  Eilat- Akaba  area 
with  a  joint  airport,  in  which  adja¬ 
cent  states  would  participate. 

“One  of  the  basic  ideas  is  that 
the  projects  will  create  vested  in¬ 
terests  in  stability,  and  therefore 
help  to  guarantee  a  lasting  peace,” 


said  an  Israeli  source. 

Israel,  which  has  long  had  infor¬ 
mal  relations  with  Morocco. -Js 
represented  by  a  delegation  led 
jointly  by  ~oreign  Ministry  Direc¬ 
tor-General  Uri  Savir  and  Bank  of 
Israel  Governor  Ya’acov  Frankel. 

The  meeting,  chaired  by  the  EU 
through  Greek  ambassador  to  Tu¬ 
nisia,  Constantin  Prevedouralris, 
represents  governments  and  inter¬ 
national  bodies  like  the  World 
Bank  and  UN  agencies.  The  talks 
are  behind  dosed  doors. 

It  is  the  first  time  a  session  has 
been  held  in  an  Arab  country.

‘Israel  at  cutting  edge  of 
technology  due  to  Arrow’

THE  Arrow  missile's  successful 
interception  and  destruction  of  an 
incoming  missile  has  placed  Israel 
at  the  cutting  edge  of  international 
technology,  a  US  official  said 
yesterday. 

Dr.  Michael  Holtcamp,  the  Ar¬ 
row  director  from  the  US  Ballistic 
Missile  Development  Organiza¬ 
tion,  told  Israel  Aircraft  Indus¬ 
tries  engineers  working  on  the 
project  that  he  was  pleased  the 
successful  test  came  during  the  last 
launch  rather  than  early  in  the 
program. 

“You  learned  from  the  mis¬ 
takes,  and  drew  conclusions,"  he 
said. 

Arrow  sources  said  the  missile 
launched  Sunday  intercepted  an 
incoming  missile  aimed  with  a 
dummy  chemical  warhead.  The 
Arrow  exploded  and  sent  shrap¬ 


nel  into  the  incoming  missile's 
cone. 

Uzi  Rubin,  head  of  the  Defense 
Ministry's  anti-missile  defense 
project,  said  he  hoped  the  success¬ 
ful  Arrow  test  would  change  the 
minds  of  many  critics  of  the  Arrow 
project.  He  said  the  launch  also 
impressed  those  Arab  countries 
building  missile  arsenals  against 
Israel. 

“The  successful  test  was  seen 
not  only  by  the  entire  people  of 
Israel,  but  by  the  policy- makers  of 
neighboring  countries,”  he  said. 

Ovadia  Harari,  director  of  LAI'S 
Malaui  program,  which  is  devel¬ 
oping  Arrow,  said  “in  the  future, 
we  will  have  to  increase  our  efforts 
to  advance  towards  our  goal.  We 
have  the  support  of  our  American 
colleagues  and  we  appreciate  this 
from  (he  bottom  of  our  hearts.” 


UKRAINE  has  offered  to  sell  Is¬ 
rael  missile-launchers  for  Israeli 
satellites,  participants  in  a  meet¬ 
ing  between  Ukrainian  President 
Leonid  Kravchuk  and  Foreign 
Minister  Shimon  Peres  said  in 
Kiev  yesterday.

“One  of  our  goals  was  to 
smooth  over  difficulties  with  the 
Ukrainian  authorities,  and  I  think 
things  will  be  okay  now,”  an  Israe¬ 
li  official  with  Peres  said  yester¬ 
day.  The  function  of  the  new  cen¬ 
ter  would  be  more  broadly  defined 
to  include  the  perpetuation  of

Jewish  culture  and  Hebrew  lan¬ 
guage,  in  order  to  circumvent 
Ukrainian  sensitivities  about  emi¬ 
gration,  sources  said. 

The  number  of  Jews  making 
aliya  from  Ukraine  has  shot  up 
recently  due  to  economic  prob¬ 
lems  there.  There  are  an  estimat¬ 
ed  500,000  Jews  in  Ukraine, 
malting  it  among  the  largest  Jew¬ 
ish  population  centers  in  the 
world. 

Peres  told  reporters  yesterday 
that  while  antisemitic  incidents 
have  occurred  in  Ukraine,  he  was 
convinced  that  Ukrainian  leaders 
were  genuinely  trying  to  combat 
this  phenomenon. 

In  his  talks  in  Kiev  yesterday, 
Peres’s  Ukrainian  counterpart 
also  suggested  that  the  two  coun¬ 


tries  establish  consulates  in  Haifa 
and  Odessa.  Ukrainian  leaders 
also  extended  invitations  both  to 
President  Ezer  Weizman  and 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  to 
visit  Kiev.

Even  worse,  Sheetrit  noted,  the 
tax  benefits  only,  help  those  who 
cam  enough  to  pay  tax  to  begin 
with,  which  is  not  the  majority  of 
development  town  residents.  Only 
about  50%  of  the  residents  actual¬ 
ly  benefit  from  die  tax  breaks,  be 
said,  and  in  some  towns,  the  pro¬ 
portion  is  as  low  as  10%. 

Sheetrit  and  Gal  therefore  want 
the  government  to  use  die  NIS  300 
million  it  spends  each  year  on  the 
tax  breaks  for  education. 

"Hie  only  thing  that  will  per¬ 
suade  people  to  live  in  these 
places  is  if  their  children  can  get 
excellent  educations,”  said  Shee¬ 
trit.  suggesting  the  funds  be  spent 
on  extra  pay  to  attract  good  teach¬ 
ers,  extra  class  hours  and  im¬ 
proved  equipment. 

The  Education  Ministry  pre¬ 
sented  the  committee  with  a  plan 
for  how  it  would  spend  the  extra 
NIS  300m.  if  it  received  H.  Both 
Sheetrit  and  Gal  said  they  were 
pleased  that  the  ministry  was  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  possibility  seriously, 
even  though  they  did  not  agree 
with  every  detail  of  the  plan. 

Gal  said  that  since  the  current 
tax  breaks  for  development  towns 
expire  at  the  end  of  the  month,  he 
will  convene  the  committee  soon 
to  extend  them  until  September.

A  JERUSALEM  couple  whose 
thiee-year-old  son  has  acute  leu¬ 
kemia  have  been  criticized  by  doc¬ 
tors  for  starting  a  £500,000  fund¬ 
raising  campaign  to  send  the  child 
abroad  for  treatment. 

“Every  agora  spent  on  sending 
the  boy  abroad  is  a  waste  of  the 
public’s  funds,”  Prof.  Shimon  Sla- 
vin,  bead  of  the  national  bone- 
marrow  transplantation  depart¬ 
ment  at  Hadassah-U  ni versity 
Hospital  in  Jerusalem's  Ein 
Kerem.  said  yesterday. 

“The  boy’s  chances  of  recovery 
are  just  as  great,  and  maybe  even 
greater,  in  Hadassah  than  in  any 
other  center  abroad,”  he  said. 

Slavin,  who  said  he  had  studied 
die  case,  added  drat  die  boy  was 
given  “top  priority”  by  his  hospi¬ 
tal  and  could  undergo  the  trans¬ 
plant  in  Jerusalem  within  a  month. 


Bone  marrow  is  to  be  donated  by 
the  couple's  young  daughter, 
whose  marrow  is  a  perfect  match. 
The  department  has  carried  out 
800  bone-marrow  transplants  in  14 
years. 

Sbraga  and  Sheryl  Solomon  of 
the  Har  Nof  neighborhood  have 
been  appealing  for  funds  to  send 
their  son,  Yedidya  Yosef,  for  a 
bone-marrow  transplant  in  a  hos¬ 
pital  in  Seattle  or  Boston.  The 
child  has  been  under  treatment' at 
Shaare-  Zedek  Hospital,  but  has 
suffered  a  relapse.

Hikers  urged  to  avoid 
Western  Galilee  canyon

THE  Nature  Reserves  Authority  is  warning  hikers  to  stay  away  from  the 
Beit  Hakerem  (Shagnr)  Canyon  in  western  Galilee  because  of  the  strong 
flow  of  sewage  into  the  waldi. 

The  sewage,  from  the  town  of  Dir  EI-Assad,  next  to  Karmiel,  has 
been  pouring  into  the  wadi  for  a  few  days,  said  NRA  spokeswoman 
Dina  Weinstein. 

Following  an  order  issued  by  the  Environment  Ministry  a  few  months 
ago,  the  local  council  dug  a  pond  as  a  temporary  solution  to  the  sewage 
collection  problem,  and  to  stop  the  flow  into  the  nature  reserve. 

“A  temporary  solution  by  its  very  nature  is  good  only  for  a  limited 
period  of  time.  And  the  sewage  has  started  overflowing  again,  via  the 
Acre-Safed  road,  back  into  the  canyon,"  Weinstein  said. 

She  blamed  the  source  of  the  problem  on  the  fact  that  the  local  council 
bad  pot  connected  the  town's  sewage  system  to  the  main  regional  system. 

NRA  warden  Yossi  Friedman  has  asked  the  Environment  Ministry 
and  local  environmental  towns'  onion  to  do  something  about  it.

The  more  than  50  student  volunteers  from 
five  US  universities  who  carried  out  the  exca¬ 
vations  under  the  supervision  of  Jsafiris  also 
found  tunnels  imcler  the  ;cbqiplex;‘'the  longest 
measuring  30  meters^  'as  well  as  the  “Cardo,” 
the  main  street  through  the  city. 

The  Banyas  rite  itself  dates  back  to  the 
Hellenistic  period,  but  really  came  into  its  own 
during  the  Roman  era  when  it  became  the 
capital  and  recreation  center  of  the  north  be¬ 
cause  of  the  springs,  the  cooler  weather  and 
the  recreational  facilities. 

It  continued  to  bloom  during  the  Byzantine 
period  and  remained  occupied  through  the 
Moslem  era  until  around  the  8th  century  CE. 

The  excavations  at  the  site  are  now  in  their 
seventh  season.  Tsafiris  said  it  would  probably 
take  another  three  or  four  years  to  uncover  all  of 
the  newly  discovered  Roman  complex  and  even 
longer  to  open  it  to  the  public,  unless  the  govern¬ 
ment  decided  to  aid  the  project  financially.

Retarded 
woman  who 
hit  policeman 
freed  to 
wander  streets

A  TEL  Aviv  Magistrates  Court 
judge  yesterday  unconditionally 
released  a  retarded  woman  who 
was  charged  with  assaulting  a  po¬ 
licewoman.  after  no  institution 
would  accept  heT. 

Judge  Moshe  Shamai  said  he 
was  freeing  27-year-old  M.A.  “to 
wander  round  the  country's 
streets  to  serve  as  the  Mark  of 
Cain  on  the  forehead  of  Israeli 
society.” 

The  woman  was  originally 
ebarged  for  an  offense  committed 
in  1989.  and  since  has  been  alter¬ 
nately  hospitalized  in  Abarbanel 
Mental  Hospital,  incarcerated  in 
the  Abu  Kabir  lock-up  and  has 
wandered  the  streets. 

Her  parents,  residents  of  Great¬ 
er  Tel  Aviv,  refuse  to  allow  her 
back  home  and  although  several 
judges  have  released  her  on  bail  in 
the  past,  she  has  no  one  to  pay  the 
bond. 

She  was  also  placed  under 
house  arrest  but  since  she  has  no 
home,  police  arrested  her  while 
wandering  the  streets  for  violating 
court  conditions.  Recently  she 
spent  three  weeks  in  the  Abu  Ka~ 
bif- lOck-up.  /  •  J- - 

.../Defense  lawyer  Maxim*  Attias 
told*  Shamai  that  the  woman  “has 
fallen  between  two  stools”  be¬ 
cause  no  institution  was  prepared 
to  accept  her. 

“Abarbanel  Mental  Hospital 
only  treats  people  with  mental  dis¬ 
turbances  and  does  not  cater  to 
retarded  patients,”  said  Attias  in 
court.  “And  institutions  for  re¬ 
tarded  people  are  not  prepared  to 
treat  patients  with  other  mental 
disturbances.

Among  those  countries  expected 
to  send  delegates  to  the  workshop  are 
Morocco,  India,  Egypt,  China,  the  US, 
Australia,  Kenya,  the  Ivory  Coast  and  CIS 
states. 


Budget-planning  method  changes 

The  government  plans  to  reform  the  budget¬ 
planning  procedure  to  give  individual  ministries 
more  autonomy.

The  bill  will  now  be  sent  to  the  plenum  for  its 
second  and  third  reading.

“The  discovery  of  the  green 
turtle  nest  is  causing  extra  excite¬ 
ment  as  the  species  is  considered 
virtually  extinct,”  she  said.

green  turtle  by  the  tracks  the  fe¬ 
male  leaves  in  the  sand  when  she 
comes  to  die  beach  to  lay  her  eggs.

'  turtle,  and  the  eggs  are  larger. 

Some  115  eg^  were  discovered 
•  in  the  green  turtle's  nest. 

The  three  nests  have  been  re¬ 
moved'  to  a  fenced-off  artificial 
nest,  in  a  reserve,  to  protect  them 
from  natural  predators.  NRA, 
wardens  win  good  the  eggs  until' 
the  turtles  hatch  and  safely  reach 
the  sea.

DECRYING  the  “cycle  of  depen¬ 
dency”  that  keeps  millions  of 
Americans  on  welfare  rolls  for 
years.  President  Clinton  on  Tues¬ 
day  unveQed  a  $9.3  billion  reform 
initiative  that  would  impose  a  two- 
year  limit  on  cash  benefits  and 
require  younger  recipients  to  find 
work  themselves  or  take  a  govern- 
pent  job. 

“We  propose  to  offer  people  on 
welfare  a  simple  contract,’*  Clin¬ 
ton  said  during  an  address  in  die 
lobby  of  a  Kansas  Gty  bank  where 
Harry  Truman  once  worked  and 
where  former  welfare  recipients 
have  become  productive  wage- 
earners. 

“We  will  help  you  get  the  skills 
you  need,"  Clinton  said.  “But  af¬ 
ter  two  years,  anyone  who  can  go 
to  work  must  go  to  work,  in  the 
private  sector.  Impossible,  in  a  sub- 
adized  job,  if  necessary.  But  work 
is  preferable  to  welfare,  and  it 
must  be  enforced." 

If  his  package  is  enacted,  the 
president  said,  one  million  people 
who  would  otherwise  be  unem¬ 
ployed  and  receiving  welfare 
benefits  will  be  holding  jobs  by  the 
year  2000.  That  would  represent 
roughly  one  in  five  of  all  adults 
who  now  receive  Aid  to  Families 
with  Dependent  Children:  Clin¬ 
ton’s  plan  applies  only  to  AFDC, 
and  not  to  Food  Stamps  or  other 
programs  for  the  needy. 

The  initiative  is  designed  to 
flesh  out  Clinton's  campaign 
promise  to  “end  welfare  as  we 
know  it"  by  addressing  some  of 
the  factors  that  tend  to  make  pub¬ 
lic  assistance  more  attractive  than 
gainful  employment  to  recipients, 
particularly  angle  mothers. 

Welfare  reform  is  considered  a 
central  element  of  Clinton's  “New 
Democrat"  agenda,  which  at¬ 
tempts  to  find  common  ground  be¬ 
tween  traditional  liberal  and  con¬ 
servative  approaches  to  social

“is  the  best  social  program  our 
country  has  ever  devised." 

Under  the  Clinton  plan,  public 
sector  jobs  would  be  provided  to 
participants  who  hit  the  two-year 
time  limit  without  finding  work  in 
the  private  sector.  Commerce 
Bank,  for  example,  is  active  in  a 
city  program  that  trains  and  places 
Missouri  welfare  recipients  in  pri¬ 
vate  jobs. 

Clinton  said  his  plan  makes  it 
dear  that  both  parents  will  be  held 
responsible  for  the  welfare  of  their 
children.  It  would  emphasize  es¬ 
tablishment  of  paternity,  and 
crack  down  on  fathers  who  fail  to 
provide  mandated  child  support. 
It  indudes  measures  to  discourage 
teen  pregnancy  and  illegitimacy, 
which  Clinton  says  have  contribut¬ 
ed  to  welfare  dependency. 

“Children  should  not  be  born 
until  parents  are  married  and  fully 
capable  of  taking  care  of  them," 
the  president  said. 

The  president  said  he  would  in¬ 
troduce  his  legislation  in  the  next 
few  days.  It  already  faces  competi¬ 
tion  from  several  congressional 
proposals  that  represent  different 
visions  of  welfare  reform.  Liberals 
tend  to  oppose  the  proposed  time 
limit  as  too  severe,  while  conser¬ 
vatives  argue  that  the  Clinton  plan 
does  not  do  enough  to  discourage 
illegitimacy. 

In  unveiling  bis  proposal,  Clinton 
stressed  that  it  must  be  accompa¬ 
nied  by  health  care  reform.  With¬ 
out  universal  health  coverage,  he 
said,  welfare  recipients  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  faced  with  an  unacceptable 
trade-off:  If  they  leave  welfare  for  a 
low-wage  job,  they  probably  will 
have  to  give  up  the  medical  cover¬ 
age  the  government  provides  them 
and  their  children. 

The  plan  calls  for  no  tax  in¬ 
creases  to  finance  welfare  reform. 

Instead,  the  president  proposed1

They  plan  to  repeat  that  vow  in 
a  stadium-sized  display  before  the 
137th  annual  meeting  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
which  begins  here  Tuesday. 

Since  its  humble  beginning  little 
more  than  a  year  ago,  when  59 
teens  ‘took  vows  of  chastity  in  a 
Nashville  church,  the  ‘True  Love 
Waits"  campaign  has  inspired 
more  than  100,000  youths  in  rthe 
nation’s  largest  Protestant  denom¬ 
ination  to  pledge  to  abstain  from 
sex  before  marriage.  .... 

Risking  the  ridicule  of  their 


peers,  teens  say  abstinence  is  an 
opportunity  for  redemption  in  a 
culture  that  often  seems  to  expect 
them  to  gjve  their  libidos  free  rein. 

“It  gives  other  youths  a  place  to 
look  at  and  say,  ‘We’re  not  so 
odd.  Look,  there's  100,000  other 
people  that  are  not  having  sex,'" 
said  Rob  Ladd,  18,  of  Nashville. 
“Even  if  five  of  my  friends  are 
having  sex,  I  don't  have  to." 

What  has  captured  the  imagina¬

The  Wandering  Jew  in  Bloomsday’ s  fair  city 


WHEN  Police  Constable  Steve 
Guscott  caught  up  with  a  sassy 
teenager  who  had  been  harassing 
an  old  lady  on  Ins  beat,  he  did  what 
he  would  have  done  to  one  of  his 
own  two  sons  -  he  slapped  him. 

But  the  teenager  charged  the 
42-year-old  officer  with  assault 
and  now  Guscott,  who  has  20 
years  of  unblemished  service, 
must  pay  £150  (S225)  and  may  lose 
his  job. 

Guscott  has  become  a  hero  to 
many  English  people  who  are  dis¬ 
turbed  about  rising  crime  and  long 
for  a  bit  of  old-fashioned 
discipline. 

“It  used  to  be  if  you  had  a  run-in 
with  a  policeman  he  would  box 
you  around  the  ears  and  you 
would  go  home  crying  and  tell 
your  dad  about  it  and  he'd  give 
you  another  one,"  said  Kevin  Es¬ 
cort.  a  friend  of  the  officer. 

Guscott’s  boss,  Avon  and  Som¬ 
erset  District  commander  Super¬ 
intendent  Mike  Nelson,  said  po¬ 
lice  switchboards  had  been 
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“totally  overwhelmed"  Tuesday 
by  calls  of  support  for  the  officer, 
who  is  based  in  Minehead,  225 
kilometers  west  of  London. 

“It  does  show  there  is  a  wind  of 
change  within  society  that  perhaps 
indicates  that  the  pendulum  has 
swung  too  far  and  it  may  be  time 
to  redress  that  balance."  said  Nel¬ 
son,  who  will  be  a  character  wit¬ 
ness  for  Guscott  at  his  disciplinary 
hearing  in  July. 

At  Bridgwater  magistrates’ 
court  on  Monday,  Guscott  plead¬ 
ed  guilty  to  common  assault  on  a 
14-year-old  boy.  -He  was  ordered 
to  pay  a  £100-pound  ($150)  fine 
and  £50  ($75)  compensation  to  the 
teenager. 

The  prosecution  said  Guscott, 
who  had  been  called  to  investigate 
a  report  of  youths  repeatedly 
banging  on  an  old  woman’s  door, 
struck  the  teenager  twice  -  once 
on  the  nose  with  his  elbow  and 
once  with  an  open-handed  slap. 

Guscott  admitted  the  slap  but 
denied  the  elbow.  His  lawyer,  Ian 
Wilson,  said  the  slap  was  “no 
more  and  no  less  than  he  would  do 
with  his  own  son  if  he  had  behaved 
in  a  similar  manner.” 

Escott,  who  has  known  Guscott 
for  nine  years  as  a  fellow  volun¬ 
teer  on  emergency  lifeboats,  de¬ 
scribed  the  officer  as  an  “honest, 
straightforward  family  man." 

After  the  March  incident,  Gus¬ 
cott  explained  the  case  at  a  life¬ 
boat  practice  meeting,  Escott  said 
in  a  telephone  interview. 

“The  individual  is  well  known 
locally  as  a  bit  of  a  tearaway. 
[Guscott]  has  got  our  full  support. 
It  would  have  been  easy  for  him  to 
say  4No,  I  didn’t  do  it.’  But  he’s 
not  that  sort  of  bloke." 


EARLY  this  morning,  secular  pilgrims  in 
their  thousands  from  across  the  globe  con¬ 
verge  on  a  bell-shaped  stone  tower  on  the 
windswept  coast  south  of  .Dublin.  From 
there  they  will  retrace  an  Irish  Homeric 
Odyssey  that  lasted  a  day,  that  became  a 
legend,  that  changed  the  face  of  European 
literature  -  and  that  never  happened  90 
years  ago  on  June  16th,  1904. 

Most  remarkable  of  all  is  the  hero  of  this 
HTberno-Hellenic  Odyssey,  the  archetypal 
Irish  dreamer  and  mystic  with  his  feet  firmly 
planted  one  inch  above  the  ground  of  a 
Catholic  city.  He  is  Leopold  Bloom,  hus¬ 
band  of  Molly,  the  fictional  Jew  that  is 
taking  his  place  beside  the  Roman  aristo¬ 
crat,  Patrick,  as  the  second  saint  of  Ireland 
to  merit  a  national  day. 

The  living  hero  of  the  novel  Ulysses  was 
its  author,  James  Joyce.  Determined  to  cap 
the  already  remarkable  achievements  of 
Irish  literature  under  the  shadow  of  its  huge 
and  bullying  British  neighbor,  he  went  one 
step  further  by  making  the  central  character 
of  his  magnum  opus  a  Jew  navigating  the 
Scylla  and  Charybdis  of  daily  life  in  tum-of- 
the -century  Dublin. 

“By  making  the  protagonist  of  Ulysses 
Jewish,  I  have  put  the  Jew  on  the  map  of 
European  literature,"  he  told  an  American 
Jew  who  complained  that  he  disliked  the 
character  of  Bloom. 

Richard  E liman,  in  his  definitive  biogra¬ 
phy  of  Joyce,  said  “the  similarity  of  the 
Jews  and  the  Irish"  was  a  favorite  subject  of 
the  author.  They  were  alike,  Joyoe  assert¬ 
ed,  in  being  impulsive,  given  to  fantasy, 
addicted  to  associative  thinking,  lacking  in 
rational  discipline.  These  attributes  went 
in.'o  the  construction  of  Leopold  Bloom. 

Joyce  died  in  1941  before  the  full  honors 
of  Nazi  antisemitism  were  revealed.  His 
close  friend  Frank  Budgden  revealed  in  a 
book  published  in  1963  that  Joyce  had  qui¬ 
etly  helped  16  Jews  escape  from  Nazi  terri¬ 
tory  to  Britain  in  1939.  On  the  announce¬ 
ment  of  antisemitic  laws  in  German- 
occupied  France,  Joyce  commented  sadly: 
“Antisemitism  is  the  easiest  of  prejudices  to 
foment."

Stuart  Gilbert  wrote  in  his  classic  study  of 
Ulysses:  “It  is  the  stoiy  of  a  day  in  the  fife  of 
a  Dubliner  undistinguished  by  any  particu¬ 
lar  virtue  or  vice,  a  kind-hearted,  moderate¬ 
ly  educated,  mildly  sensual,  not  even  really 
vulgar,  small-business  man,  who  in  the 
course  of  a  day  comes  across  a  number  of 
foul-mouthed  persons  whose  tongues  have 
been  loosened  by  drink,  generally  in  public 
houses  whither  his  business  or  a  need  for 
refreshment  has  taken  him.” 

Ulysses  is  not  as  difficult  a  book  as  many 
people  believe  -  certainly  nowhere  near  as 
inaccessible  as  its  sequel,  Finnegans  Wake. 
A  little  knowledge  of  its  structure  sweeps 
away  much  of  the  difficulty. 

The  real  star  of  the  book  is  the  language: 
Ulysses  contains  examples  of  almost  every 
known  dialect  and  patois  in  English  -  Irish 
ones  predominant  of  course.  This  is  its  Ho¬ 
meric  legacy,  its  creation  for  the  English 
language  of  the  extraordinary  range  of 
Greek  literary  and  oral  forms  with  which 
Homer  built  his  mighty  Iliad  and  Odyssey. 

The  book  is  in  18  chapters  -  or  rather, 
episodes  -  each  corresponding  in  multiple 
allusions  to  an  episode  in  Homer’s  Odyssey. 
The  poem  of  Homer  is  the  work  of  an  exiled 
Greek,  its  incidents  the  reports  of  a  Semitic 
traveler,  Ulysses,  who  was  a  seafaring 
Phoenician.  Ulysses  is  the  work  of  an  Irish 
exile,  its  episodes  exist  in  the  detailed  mem¬ 
ory  of  a  Semitic  traveler,  the  wandering 
Jew.  Bloom. 

The  first  three  chapters  are  an  overture  to 
Bloom’s  day  and  log  the  doings  of  Joyce’s 
alter  ego,  Stephen  Dedalus,  the  prissy 
young  hero  from  Portrait  of  the  Artist  as  a 
Young  Man.  The  psychological  link  be¬ 
tween  Dedal  os  and  Bloom,  poles  apart  in 
personality,  is  an  extraordinary  thread  run¬ 
ning  though  the  novel.  It  opens  in  that 
disused  Martefio  tower  on  Dublin  Bay 
where  the  modern  Bloomsday  pilgrims 
gather. 

The  next  twelve  chapters  follow  the  day 
of  Bloom,  who  seDs  advertising  fo.~  a  Dublin 
newspaper.  His  attention  to  bis  friends  and 


job  is  distracted  by  reminders  of  an  inter¬ 
view  his  wife  Molly,  a  anger,  is  to  have  with 
a  Dublin  impresario  at  4  p.m.  -  an  interview 
which  he  (correctly)  assumes  will  climax  in 
an  act  of  adultery.  The  day  ends  when 
Bloom  meets  Dedalus  and,  under  the  influ¬ 
ence  of  drink,  they  experience  a  wild  night 
of  hallucination  -  an  extraordinary  Walpor- 
gisoacht  -  in  Nigbtown,  the  red  fight  dis¬ 
trict. 

The  last  three  chapters  describe  Bloom’s 
return  home  to  Molly  (like  Ulysses  to  Pe¬ 
nelope)  in  Stephen’s  company.  The  last 
chapter,  titled  Penelope,  is  the  most  amaz¬ 
ing  journey  through  the  mind  of  a  woman 
that  exists  in  English  literature  -  a  long, 
unpunctuated  monologue  of  female  fantasy 
and  disillusion.  Arnold  Bennett  wrote  in 
awe:  “I  have  never  read  anything  to  surpass 
it,  I  doubt  if  I  shall  ever  read  anything  to 
equal  it.”  Stuart  Gilbert  said:  “Ulysses  ends 
with  amazement." 

For  Jews  and  Israelis,  Ulysses  is  a  trea¬ 
sure  trove  of  Hebrew.  Jewish  and  Zionist 
references:

“We  have  a  list  of  91  names  of 
people  who  are  missing  and  are 
presumed  dead,"  Pittennan  said 
by  telephone  from  Burundi's  capi¬ 
tal,  Bujumbura.

SEOUL  (Reuter)  -  Former  US 
president  Jimmy  Carter  arrived 
in  Pyongyang  yesterday  to  try  to 
defuse  the  threat  of  war  prompt¬ 
ed  by  a  defiant  North  Korea’s 
suspected  nuclear  arms  program. 

He  was  quoted  by  North  Ko¬ 
rea's  official  news  agency  as  say¬ 
ing  “The  time  has  come  to  estab¬ 
lish  full  friendship”  between 
Pyongyang  and  Washington. 

The  Korean  Central  News 
Agency  (KCNA),  monitored  in 
Tokyo,  said  Carter  told  a  recep¬ 
tion  hosted  by  North  Korean 
Foreign  Minister  Kim  Yoog-nam 
that  foe  United  States  “is  ready 
to  meet  you  in  accomplishing 
these  goals.” 

“I  believe  that  as  soon  as  the 
nucleaT  issue  is  resolved  dearly 
and  foe  misunderstandings  are 
removed  we  can  make  progress 
for  foe  other  goals,”  KCNA 
quoted  Carter  as  saying. 

The  North  Korean  foreign 
minister  said  he  hoped  Carter’s 
visit  would  help  “in  turning  the 
distrust  and  hostility...  between 
foe  two  countries  into  relations 
of  friendship  and  amity  and  mu¬ 
tual  respect  by  degrees.” 

Former  president  Carter,  ac¬ 
companied  by  his  wife,  Rosa- 
lyon,  three  advisers  and  six 
armed  Secret  Service  agents, 
crossed  the  border  into  the  North 
at  the  truce  village  of  Panmun- 
■  jom  on  foe  tense  frontier  with 
rival  South  Korea. 

He  is  due  to  meet  North  Kore¬ 
an  President  Kim  IJ-sung  before 
returning  to  the  South  on 
Saturday. 

A  mere  40  kilometers  south  of 
Panmunjom  in  Seoul,  dvil  de¬ 
fense  sirens  wailed,  aO  traffic  was 
stopped,  and  people  ordered  into 
underground  shelters  daring  a  20-

A  government  military  official 
said  things  looked  “desperate”  for 
troops  trying  to  prevent  UNITA 
guerrillas’  from  breaking  through 
and  overrunning  Angola’s  third- 
laigest  city. 

A  hail  of  rebel  artillery  had  left 
Kuito  in  flames  and  untended 
wounded  lying  in  foe  streets,  while 
hand-to-hand  battles  had  broken 
out  on  three  fronts,  said  the  mili¬ 
tary  official  on  condition  of 
anonymity. 

There  was  no  updated  report  on 
casualties  after  an  Angolan  Na¬ 
tional  radio  correspondent  esti¬ 
mated  in  his  morning  broadcast 
from  the  city  that  some  50  civilians 
had  been  killed  by  anillezy  fire 
since  the  weekend. 

For  rebel  leader  Jonas  Savimbi. 
whose  birthplace  is  near  foe  cen¬ 
tral  highlands  city,  capturing 
Kuito  would  be  an  enormous  sym¬ 
bolic  as  well  as  strategic  victory. 

The  region  is  home  to  the  Savim- 
bi’s  Ovimbundu  people,  the  main 
supporters  of  his  rebel  movement. 

After  rebel  forces  last  year  cap¬ 
tured  Huambo  —  Angola's  sec¬ 
ond-largest  city  -  and  made  it  their 
base,  Savimbi  moved  his  heaviest 
artillery  and  thousands  of  troops 
130  kilometers  northeast  to  Kuito 
in  a  bid  to  knock  out  its  strategic 
airport  and  army  base. 

The  rebel  push  for  Kuito  came 
as  government  and  rebel  negotia¬ 
tors  in  Lusaka.  Zambia,  were  re¬ 
portedly  making  rapid  progress 
toward  a  settlement  to  end  foe 
war,  which  has  raged  since  1975. 

A  treaty  in  1991  produced  18 
months  of  peace.  But  after  Sa¬ 
vimbi  accused  the  government  of 
rigging  UNITA's  defeat  in  the 
September  1992  elections,  war  re¬ 
sumed  and  foe  rebels  seized  con¬ 
trol  of  more  than  half  the  country. 

Fighting  yesterday  was  also  re¬ 
ported  on  six  other  fronts  in  foe 
war-torn  southern  African  nation, 
one  of  them  a  critical  oil  enclave 
where  foe  UNITA  rebels  have  re¬ 
portedly  formed  an  alliance  with 
another  guerrilla  group.

Jet  fighters  from  President  Bnr- 
banuddin  Rabbani’s  forces 
bombed  parts  of  south  Kabul  held 
by  troops  loyal  to  foe  prime  minis¬ 
ter.  Warplanes  belonging  to  Prime 
Minister  Gulbuddin  Hekmatyar's 


ally,  Rashid  Dostum,  a  former 
Communist  general,  struck  west¬ 
ern  Kabul,  which  is  controlled  by 
the  president’s  supporters. 

Hekmatyar  warned  of  a  blood 
bath  in  Kabul  if  his  rival.  Presi¬ 
dent  Burhannddin  Rabbani,  stays 
in  office  beyond  June  30,  when  itis 
term  expires. 

Earlier  yesterday,  Rabbani’s 
spokesman,  Aziz  Murad,  told  re¬ 
porters  in  the  besieged  capital  that 
the  president  was  extending  his 
term  another  six  months. 


“The  extension  of  Rabbani's 
term  would  only  mean  more  fight¬ 
ing  against  foe  Afghan  nation,” 
said  Hekmatyar's  spokesman, 
Saeed  Qaribur.  “Any  bloodshed 
will  be  the  responsibility  of 
Rabbani.” 


Rabbani's  forces  control  most 
of  foe  capital.  But  they  have  been 
under  almost  constant  attack  since 
January  1  from  rivals  on  foe  edge 
of  the  dty. 


Hospital  officials  and  foe  Inter¬

Cross  estimate  at  least  1,600  peo¬ 
ple,  mostly  civilians,  have  been 
killed  in  foe  past  six  months. 

Heavy  rocketing  and  shelling 
overnight  Tuesday  left  four  peo¬ 
ple  dead  and  41  wounded,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  survey  of  several  hospitals 
in  the  capital. 

Every  day  more  wounded  axe 
.brought  to  the  hospitals.  Few  of 
foe  injured  are  frontline  soldiers, 
say  officials,  who  ask  not  to  be 
identified.  They  say  most  of  foe 
injured  are  civilians  caught  in  the 
cross-fire.

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Rome  rabbi  meets  controversial  parliament  leader 


DUSHANBE,  Tajikistan  (AP)  - 
Islamic  rebels  have  stepped  up  at¬ 
tacks  on  foe  Russian-backed  Tajik 
government,  killing  six  people  in 
an  ambnsh  yesterday,  including 
foe  deputy  defense  minister. 

Meanwhile,  a  Russian  officer 
was  killed  in  foe  Tajik  city  of  Kur¬ 
gan  Tyube  on  Tuesday,  and  a  Rus¬ 
sian  border  guard  died  of  gunshot 
wounds  Monday  at  a  Dushanbe 


hospital,  news  reports 
said. 

That  brought  foe  number  of 
Russian  serviceman  killed  this 
month  in  the  former  Soviet  repub¬ 
lic  to  six.  Ethnic  Russians  in  the 
Tajik  Defense  Ministry  have  also 
been  targeted. 

The  increased  violence  comes 
just  before  foe  opening  of  a  sec¬ 
ond  round  of  peace  talks,  set  to 


begin  Saturday  in  Tehran,  Iranian 
radio  reported  yesterday. 

Russian  border  guards  are  help¬ 
ing  defend  Tajikistan's  border 
with  Afghanistan  against  infiltra¬ 
tion  by  Islamic  fighters,  who  have 
battled  pro-Commnnist  groups  for 
power  in  foe  Central  Asian  coun¬ 
try  for  several  years. 

Yesterday  morning,  rebels 
opened  fire  on  two  military  pas¬ 


senger  cars  in  Khait,  east  of  the 
capital.  Dushanbe.  The  cars,  car¬ 
rying  military  personnel,  were  de¬ 
stroyed  by  machine-gun  and  as¬ 
sault-rifle  fire.  Defense  Ministry 
officials  said. 

Among  foe  six  dead  was  Deputy 
Defense  Minister  Rauf  Rajabov, 
who  led  operations  against  Islamic 
rebels  in  foe  region.  One  person 
was  wounded. 


ROME  (Reuter)  -  The  speaker  of 
Italy's  parti  ament,  Irene  Pivetti, 
.who  has  been  accused  of  an  rise  mi- 
tic  remarks,  met  Rome's  chief 
Rabbi  Elio  Toaff  on  Tuesday  in  an 
apparent  attempt  to  clear  the  air. 

Toaff  said  after  the  meeting  that 
he  had  been  satisfied  with  foe 
talks,  which  had -dealt  with  prob¬ 
lems  facing  various  religions  in  It¬ 
aly.  “It  was  easy  to  find  common 
ground,”  he  said. 


Pivetti,  a  31-year-old  member 
of  the  Northern  League  and 
staunchly  conservative  Roman 
Catholic,  is  speaker  of  foe  Cham¬ 
ber  of  Deputies  (lower  house). 

She  has  faced  criticism  since  her 
election  in  April  over  perceived 
past  antisemitic  remarks. 

Israeli  Deputy  Foreign  Minister 
Yossi  Beilin  referred  to  foe  Pivetti 
controversy  last  week  when  he  ex¬ 
pressed  concern  about  the  pres¬ 


ence  in  Prime  Minister  Silvio  Ber¬ 
lusconi's  government  of  five  min¬ 
isters  from  foe  neo-fascist-led  Na¬ 
tional  Alliance. 

Toaff.  to  whose  synagogue  Pope 
John  Paul  paid  a  historic  visit  in  1986, 
said  foe  meeting  had  gone  wed. 

“We  offered  to  collaborate  on 
*  foe  common  problems  of  foe  faith¬ 
ful  in  Italy  and  1  hope  our  meeting 
today  was  the  first  of  a  long  line  of 
encounters,”  Toaff  told  reporters. 
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Europe’s  fuzzy  logic 


THE  European  Parliament  has  not  yet 
reached  the  power  or  status  of  a  pan- 
continental  governing  body  -  many 
hope  it  never  will.  But  this  week’s  election 
results  at  least  provided  some  insights  into 
how  member  state  voters  are  thinking  -  and 
leaders  apparently  are  not. 

Perhaps  the  first  warning  sign  to  be  noted  is 
genera]  apathy.  Many  commentators  had  pre¬ 
dicted  widespread  anger  among  European 
voters  fed  up  with  directionless  national  gov¬ 
ernments.  Widespread  yawns  would  appear  to 
have  been  more  common,  since  two  out  of 
three  people  stayed  home  in  most  of  the  de¬ 
mocracies. 

This  may  of  course  reflect  only  the  Catch-22 
situation  the  European  Parliament  is  in  as  it 
tries  to  extend  its  influence  -  it  can’t  do  so 
because  most  Europeans  don’t  think  it  is  im¬ 
portant  enough  to  vote  for  its  deputies.  The 
567-seat  house  therefore  ends  up  representing 
a  minority  of  Europeans,  and  hence  is  not 
taken  seriously.  Thus  it  must  continue  to  sit 
on  the  coattails  of  the  Council  of  Ministers, 
which  is  the  real  representative  of  the  union's 
governments. 

Among  those  who  voted,  the  strongest 
emotion  was  indeed  anger  -  anger  at  the 
unemployment  lines  that  are  failing  to  short¬ 
en,  anger  at  ineffectual  economic  policies, 
anger  at  rising  drug,  crime  and  social  prob¬ 
lems.  A  particularly  disturbing  phenomenon 
is  voters’  worries  about  the  corruption  being 
revealed  in  many  countries.  It  was  noteworthy 
that  in  Italy  the  public  consolidated  in  Euro- 
parliament  elections  the  vote  of  confidence 
they  recently  gave  the  new  government  in  the 
national  poll.  Prime  Minister  Silvio  Berlus¬ 
coni  is  perceived  as  having  at  last  taken  the 
knife  to  the  cancer  of  corruption,  according  to 
interviews  with  voters. 

Now  an  outbreak  of  the  disease  has  been 
sweeping  Britain,  Germany,  Spain,  and 
France.  Council  of  Europe  Secretary  General 
Peter  Leuprecht  yesterday  told  justice  minis¬ 
ters  from  more  than  35  countries  meeting  in 
Malta  that  corruption  is  a  gangrene  which  has 
reached  across  the  continent  He  said  it  has 
spread  .to  countries  which  regard  themselves 
as  immune  by  virtue  of  being  old  and  firmly 
established  democracies.  It  is  totally  rampant 
in  the  former  Soviet  and  communist  states  and 
spreading  outwards.  Leuprecht  said  corrup¬ 
tion  is  costing  consumers  10  to  15  percent  of' 
the  total  price  of  goods. 

It  must  be  assumed  that  the  basic  infrastruc¬ 
ture  of  European  democracies  and  economies 
is  sounder  than  it  was  in  the  193%  -  the 
decade  with  which  these  uncertain  times  are 
most  often  compared.  The  fact  that  flaws  like 
corruption  are  reported  more  often,  more 


thoroughly  and  more  honestly  does  not  neces¬ 
sarily  mean  that  Europe  is  on  the  brink  of 
collapsing  into  a  corrupt  and  fascist  black  hole 
-  it  simply  means  that,  as  with  rape  and  child 
abuse,  the  reporting  is  much  better. 

Yet  there  is  no  room  for  complacency.  The 
poor  turnout  and  protest  voting  in  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Parliament  elections  are  a  symptpm  of 
general  disillusion  with  the  whole  idea  of  a 
continental  union.  This  is  probably  in  line 
with  a  general  cynicism  about  all  ideals,  from 
the  religious  to  the  political,  that  is  marking 
the  end  of  this  century.  The  credibility  of 
Europe’s  citizens  has  indeed  taken  a  battering 
after  the  failure  alike  of  communism,  social¬ 
ism  and  capitalism  to  deliver  at  least  the  illu¬ 
sion  of  eternal  progress,  happiness  and  im¬ 
proving  life-styles.  One  generation  has  also 
lived  through  the  switchback  of  excess  1960s 
people-power  optimism  and  excess  1980s 
grab-what-you-can  greed.  As  in  author  Tom 
Wolfe’s  memorable  metaphor  of  a  pilot 
punching  inoperative  emergency  buttons,  the 
European  voter  can  say  “I  punched  A.  It 
didn't  work.  I  punched  B.  It  didn’t  work. 
Nothing  works.” 

It  is  extremely  disturbing  to  see  voters  as 
sophisticated  as  those  in  the  twelve  premier 
European  states  veering  away  from  the  main¬ 
stream  governing  and  opposition  parties  to 
vote  for  mavericks  on  the  left  and  right  ex¬ 
tremes.  It  is  a  sign  of  real  frustration  which  has 
no  constructive  outlet.  The  hope  is  always  that 
when  extremists  are  propelled  into  mainly 
centrist  and  sensible  institutions,  it  is  they  who 
have  their  rough  edges  knocked  off,  rather 
than  the  majority  that  is  dragged  to  the  fringe. 
This  is  one  of  the  merits  of  British  democracy, 
for  example.  Responsibility  for  actually  gov¬ 
erning  democratically  may  also  tame  the  neo- 
fascists  of  Italy  and  the  gaggle  of  sandaled 
German  Greens  who  will  now  drag  their 
ozone-friendly  selves  through  the  sobering 
portals  of  the  Europariiaraent. 

There  are  no  clear-cut  predictions  to  be 
made  from  the  European  poll.  In  fact,  nothing 
clear-cut  is  probably  what  the  parliament  will 
produce.  The  Europeans  are  still  voting  very 
definitely  along  national  lines,  and  that  may 
be  the  best  lesson  for  the  Eurocrats  to  leain. 
A  French  minister  yesterday  suggested  that 
the  name  European  Union,  adopted  this  year, 
has  simply  been  too  premature.  After  the 
European  Steel  and  Coal  Community,  the 
European  Economic  Community,  the  Euro¬ 
pean  Community,  “European  Union”  just 
doesn’t  fit,  he  suggests.  “'Hie  word  ‘Commu¬ 
nity’  was  good,”  he  said.  “The  Union,  by 
nature,  is  something  .very  different.”  Clearly, 
it's  something  very  different  that  Europeans 
are  not  yet  ready  for.

culture  of  popular  music.  Holly¬ 
wood,  MTV,  Entertainment  To¬ 
night ,  People  magazine  -  gener¬ 
ates  its  own  notion  of  currency  ... 
[and]  is  loosening  the  very  ground 
on  which  the  newspaper  stands." 
Half  of  these  people  -  18  to  24  - 
never  read  a  newspaper,  and  great 
numbers  never  watch  or  hear  the 
evening  news. 

If  “citizenship”  is  defined  as  ac¬ 
tive  and  informed  participation  in 
public  affairs  and  the  political  pro¬ 
cess,  they  -  the  young  in  particular 
-  have  become  noncitizens  along 
with  millions  of  their  elders. 

There  are  dose  relationships 
among  the  decline  of  citizenship  in* 
^the  US,  the  decline  of  interest  in 
traditional  definitions  of  “news" 
and  the  decline  of  journalism's 
large  role  in  the  life  of  the  sodety. 
Rosen  notes  correctly  that,  ‘To 
pick  up  a  newspaper  and  scan  the 
front  page  is  to  feel  yourself  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  a  world  in  which  politics  and 
public  affairs  matter.”  That  has 
been  true  since  the  late  18th  centu¬ 
ry,  and  journalists  have  assumed 
ever  since  that  our  intense  interest  - 
some  might  say  obsession  -  in  these  . 
affairs  is  shared  by  the  general  pop- 
ulation.  However  valid  that  as¬ 
sumption  may  have  been  in  some 
golden  era  past,  it  obviously  has 
Httie  validity  today. 
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VAST  NUMBERS  of  Americans 
are  not  only  turned  off  by  politics 
and  public  affairs,  they  have  be¬ 
come  actively  hostile. 

The  corruption  of  government 
at  all  levels  by  lobbyists  and  spe- 
riai  interests  of  every  description 
is  a  factor. 

_  The  incompetence  and  superfi¬ 
ciality  of  the  press  also  contributes 
to  file  public's  alienation. 

Our  professional  lives  are  tied 
up  with  (and  greatly  dependent 
on)  the  political  elite  -  govern¬ 
ment  offidals,  lobbyists,  bureau-  , 
crats,  consultants,  experts  and  ac-  Tl 
ademicians.  We  sotialize  with 
them,  have  the  same  interests.  live 
in  the  same  neighborhoods,  share 
lifestyles,  schools  for  our  children, 
dubs  and  poker  games.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  pictures  of  the 
world  we  present  to  the  newspa¬ 
per  audience  and  the  spin  we  put 
on  them  are,  in  the  strict  meaning 
of  the  word,  the  “propaganda”  of 
the  ruling  class. 

Tom  Koch,  a  journalist  and  au¬ 
thor  of  books  on  journalism, 
makes  the  same  point:  “For  twen¬ 
ty  years  content  analysis  studies 
have  shown  that  between  70  and 
90  percent  of  our  content  is  ai 
heart  the  voice  of  officials  and 
their  experts,  translated  by  report¬ 
ers  into  supposedly  ‘objective' 
news.  People  don't  trust  us  any¬ 
more  . ..  because  the  way  we  quote 
and  attribute  and  build  factoids  as 
if  they  were  truth  is  a  lie.  And 
folks  are  catching  on.” 

They  not  only  do  not  freely  give 
us  their  trust,  they  often  do  not 
understand  us  at  all.  We  write  in 
.  th®  argots  of  politics  and  the  bu¬ 
reaucracy  and  the  academic  world. 

Because  of  uncertain  prospects 
in  the  21st  century,  there  is  a  tot  of 
talk  in  the  press  these  days  about 
reinventing  ourselves  through  the 
marvels  of  technology  --  electron¬ 
ics  and  the  ‘‘information  high- 
way//  for  example.  Others  see  a 
solution  in  design  and  artistic  in¬ 
novation.  But  until  we  re-examine 
and  change  the  way  we  conceive  , 
of  “news,”  until  we  redefine  the  & 
“reliable  source”  and  until  we 
learn  to  use  a  language  -that  is 
accessible  and  meaningful  to  .the 
apathetic  public  out  there,  neither 
the  press  nor  our  political  system 
will  be  cured  of  its  problems.

TRAVELERS  who  want  to 
get  out  of  life  in  the  fast  line 
are  advised  to  head  south. 
There  is  no  chance  of  getting 
stuck  in  traffic  in  the  Sinai.  Sand  is 
the  challenge. 

Two  jeeps.  Egyptian-registered 
four-wheel-drive  Toyota  Land. 
Cruisers,  were  expertly  -  and  : 
sometimes'  terrifyingly  -  handled 
by  local  Beduin  drivers  on  a  recent 
trip  that  took  15  tourists  across 
vast  expanses  of  sand  unnavigable 
by  other  vehicles. 

It  was  sometimes  necessary  to 
race  across  foe  loose  sand  to  avoid 
sinking  in,  and  at  one  point  we  all 
bad  to  get  out  and  push. 

As  a  guest  of  Neot  Hakikar  on  a 
four-day  “Sinai  Safari,”  I  joined  a 
group  ranging  in  age  from  19  to 
60,  most  of  whom  had  booked  the 
trip  m  Europe  as  part  of  their  visit 
to  Israel.  The  tour  was  guided  in 
English,  French  and  German  by 
two  excellent  and  enthusiastic 
young  guides,  an  Egyptian  and  a 
Belgian. 

We  drove  past  Coral  Island, 


TRAVEL 
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also  known  as  Pharaoh’s  Island, 
which  was  occupied  by  Crusaders 
taking  advantage  of  the  strategic 
location  to  tax  Moslem  pilgrims  on 
■tbeirjourney  from  Norm  Africa  to 
-Mecca.  The  island  has  some  12th- 
century  remains,  and  there  is  a 
spectacular  view  of  Israel,  Jordan, 
Saudi  Arabia  and  Egypt. 

We  camped  near  the  entrance 
to  the  Colored  Canyon.  The 
guides  prepared  a  delicious  dinner 
of  vegetable  soup,  pasta  with  to¬ 
mato  sauce  and  meatballs  (meat 
served  separately)  on  a  campfire. 

The  next  night  we  rose  at  3  JO 
a.m.  in  the  comparative  luxury  of 
a  permanent  campsite  (tents  and 
hot  showers)  to  climb  ML  Sinai. 
The  adventurous  could  ride  a  cam¬ 
el  for  $10. 

We  walked  down  the  2,500 
steps  to  die  Greek  Orthodox  mon¬ 
astery  of  Santa  Katarina.  Far 


more  interesting  than  the  monas¬ 
tery  are  the  Bronze  Age  tombs  of 
El  Nawamis  -  circular  stone  struc¬ 
tures  about  1.50  m.  high.  These 
were  rebuilt  in  the  last  20  years  in 
the  original  style,  using  stones 
found  in  the  area. 

Some  of  the  group  swam  and 
SQorkeled  (equipment  is  available 
for  hire)  at  foe  Blue  Hole  coral 
reef. 

The  food  on  the  journey, 
bougbt  fresh  every  day,  is  mainly 
salads,  cheese  and  eggs,  with  plen¬ 
ty  of  melons  and  other  fruit.  Eve¬ 
ning  meals  include  meat,  which  is 
not  kosher.  For  those  who  are  not 
too  concerned  about  foe  history  of 
foe  utensils,  it  is  no  problem  to  eat 
well  as  a  vegetarian.  Bottled 
drinking  water  is  available 
throughout  foe  tour. 

Sleeping  arrangements  are  ba¬ 
ric,  with  sleeping  bags  and  mat¬ 
tresses  provided  by  foe  company.  - 

Four-day  tours  leave  Eilat  every 
Monday  and  Thursday  and  cost 
£275.  There  are  also  tours  lasting 
two,  three  and  six  days. 


WITHOUT  A  HERO  AND  OTH¬ 
ER  STORIES,  by  T.  Coraghessan 
Boyle.  Viking.  238  pp.  $21.95. 

MANY  of  T.  Coraghessan  Boyle’s 
stories  are  wonderfully  droll,  the 
result  of  a  quicksilver  flow  of 
prose  in  the  service  of  wicked  sat¬ 
ire.  A  far  smaller  number  of  them 
issues  from  a  more  somber  sensi¬ 
bility,  one  surprisingly  willing  to 
make  allowances  for  foibles  rather 
than  make  fun  of  them. 

Taken  together,  these  two  ten¬ 
dencies  -  to  go  for  the  jugular  or 
to  attend  to  the  wounds  -  make  up 
the  complete  Boyle  and  make  him 
one  of  America's  most  engaging 
literary  tricksters. 

In  his  new  collection.  Without  a 
Hero  and  Other  Stories,  Boyle 
keeps  us  laughing  most  of  (he 
time.  Even  so.  he’s  got  plenty  of 
serious  business  on  his  mind.  He's 
uneasy  with  difficult  women, 
scornful  of  ideologues,  baffled  by 
materialists,  apprehensive  about 
the  fate  of  the  environment.  Un¬ 
der  the  Boyle  microscope  is  found 
a  contemporary  America  riddled 
with  contradiction  and  absurdity, 
and  all  the  funnier  and  more  fasci¬ 
nating  for  that. 

For  sheer  fun.  Boyle  offers  up 
several  wiseacre  spoofs  of  literary 
predecessors.  “Big  Game”  is 
Hemingway’s  “The  Short  Happy- 
Life  of  Francis  Macomber"  reima¬ 
gined  as  an  antihunting  piece.  By 
setting  his  stoiy  at  Puffs  African 
Game  Ranch  in  California,  Boyle 
shreds,  dices  and  tosses  into  the 
dustbin  of  history  the  misguided 
ethos  of  the  great  white  hunter. 
“So  maybe  it  wasn’t  Africa.” 
quips  foe  ranch  owner,  who  serves 
up  as  easy  targets  lions  retired 
from  the  circus,  “but  who  had  the 
time  to  go  on  safari?” 

“Beat”  is  written  in  foe  uninten¬ 
tionally  hilarious  style  of  '50s  taip- 
sterism.  When  a  teenage  acolyte 
of  Jack  Kerouac  shows  up  on  the 
writer’s  Northport.  New  York, 
doorstep  in  1958,  he's  treated  to  a 
night  of  local  Dionysia  -  until  Ker- 
ouac's  mom  can't  take  the  chaos 
anymore  and  kicks  out  the  whole 
raucous  crew,  including  William 
Burroughs,  Allen  Ginsberg  and 
Neal  Cassady. 

If  these  two  stories  are  skilfully 
done  but  fairly  lightweight, 
“HI foy  with.  Things”,  is  one  of  foei; 
best,  probing  eerily  into  foe  mys¬ 
teries  of  materialism.  The  only 
way  for  a  suburban  husband  to 
exorcise  his  wife’s  collecting  ad¬ 
diction  -  foe  house,  the  garage 
and  the  lawn  are  overflowing  with 
her  useless  possessions  -  is  to  hire 
a  “personal  organizer”  with  Nazi- 
like  tendencies. 

“I  am  foe  purifying  stream.” 
she  pronounces  before  throwing 
out  the  bentwood  rockers,  the  ear¬ 
ly  American  whaling  tools,  the  fin- 
de-siecle  Viennese  soap  dishes  and 
dispatching  the  couple  to  rehabili¬ 
tation  boot  camp.  (He's  to  blame, 
too,  as  “foe  enabler.”) 

Beneath  Boyle's  gleaming  satire 
lies  the  recognition  that  the  accu¬ 
mulation  of  things  is  too  often  a 


desperate  stay  against  feelings  of 
nothingness. 

In  the  title  story  the  woman  as 
wanton  materialist  is  a  Russian 
emigre.  "Where  I  come  from," 
Irina  purrs,  “we  do  not  have.”  and 
so  she's  wildly  eager  to  make  up 
for  lost  time,  no  matter  how  high 
the  cost  to  her  firat  bewildered  and 
then  outraged  American  lover. 

So  many  voracious  women  turn 
up  in  these  stories,  in  fact,  that 
female  readers  not  predisposed  to 
laugh  at  their  own  kind  may  not  be 
amused. 

In  "Acts  of  God."  the  woman  is 
an  elderly  vixen  who  terrorizes  her 
husband  into  going  our  for  an  er¬ 
rand  despite  the  threat  of  a  hurri¬ 
cane. 

In  “Carnal  Knowledge.”  she’s 
an  animal  liberation  fanatic  who 
woos  the  male  narrator  and  se¬ 
duces  him  into  her  antimear.  anti¬ 
fur  crusades  before  tossing  him 
aside  for  another  man  more  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  struggle  -  and  leav¬ 
ing  our  hero  contentedly  back  in 
the  realm  of  meat-eaters. 

IN  “HOPES  Rise."  however. 
Boyle  gives  us  an  environmental¬ 
ism  compatible  with  romance. 
This  time  the  woman's  ecological 
consciousness  leads  not  to  aban¬ 
donment  of  the  male  but  to  a  joy¬ 
ous  sexual  encounter  beside  a 
pond  filled  with  mating  frogs. 

“Top  of  the  Food  Chain.”  in  the 
form  of  US  Senate  testimony,  is  a 
funny  account  of  how  bureaucrat¬ 
ic  bungling  and  inept  science  have 
upset  the  balance  of  nature  in 
Borneo. 

Though  Boyle  wants  to  be  as 
tough  on  machismo  as  he  is  on 
machisma.  he  misses  the  mark. 
Neither  “Respect,”  on  small-time 
Sicilian  mobsters,  nor  "56-0.” 
about  a  hapless  college  football 
team,  are  more  than  finger  exer¬ 
cises  for  this  ever-nimble  author. 

Like  "Filthy  with  Things.”  "Lit¬ 
tle  America"  rises  above  any  cate¬ 
gory  to  achieve  a  memorable  poig- 
nance.  The  story  depicts  a  chance 
encounter  between  the  elderly  son 
of  polar  explorer  Richard  Byrd 
and  a  homeless  man  named  Rog¬ 
er.  Traveling  by  train  from  Boston 
to  the  National  Geographic  Soci¬ 
ety  in  Washington,  the  partially 
senile  Byrd  has  mistakenly  disem¬ 
barked  at  Baltimore,  wherefoe  be¬ 
comes  Roger's  prey: . ;  v  ' 

■i  In  the  final  scene,  we  see  Byrd, 
believing  he  is  re-enacting  his  fa¬ 
ther’s  exploits,  huddling  in  a  frigid 
warehouse  while  Roger,  penniless 
again  after  wasting  the  money  he’s 
stolen  from  Byrd,  mumbles  about 
the  injustice  of  a  society  divided 
into  haves  and  have-nots. 

In  literary  society,  T.  Coraghes¬ 
san  Boyle  can  be  counted  among 
foe  haves.  His  possessions  of  fero¬ 
cious  humor  and  deep  humanity  - 
not  only  in  this  book  but  in  the 
novels  The  Road  to  WellvUle  and 
World's  End,  among  others  -  keep 
piling  up.  Happily,  they're  for  ail 
of  us  to  treasure.  (Newsday)

Seemingly  sealed  off  from  eco¬ 
nomic  reality  by  the  constant  de¬ 
mand^  for  top  tailoring,  they  at¬ 
tract  a  never-ending  stream  of  the 
world's  richest  and  most  influen¬ 
tial  men. 

Monarchs,  statesmen,  film  stars 
and  tycoons  all  buy  traditional 
suits  from  tailors  with  names  like 
Dege  and  Kilgour.  or  French  and 
Stanbury,  which  sound  straighf 
out  of  a  Dickens  novel.  - 
Not  everyone  can  afford  £1,000 
(£1 .480“  or  more  for  a  handmade 
suit:  and  some  don’t  want  one. 
accusing  Savile  Row  of  living  in  a 
time  warp  and  preferring  foe  un¬ 
structured  suits  of  modem  design¬ 
ers  like  Giorgio  Armani. 


But  devotees  argue  passionately 
in  favor  of  foe  history,  ritual  and 
craftsmanship  that  produces  a  Sa¬ 
vile  Row  suit  which  lasts  for  life. 

“Hie  essence  of  what  tailors  in 
Savile  Row  are  interested  in  is 
style,  not  fashion,”  Robert  Gieve, 
of  Gieves  and  Hawkes,  said  from 
his  office  at  No.  1  Savile  Row. 

“When  people  ask:  ‘Who  is 
your  designer?’  I  reply:  ‘‘Probably 
my  grandfather,'”  said  Gieve. 

EACH  TAILOR’S  suit  has  a  per¬ 
sonal  signature. 

Kilgour  coats  accentuate  foe 
chest.  Huntsman  coats  are  w aisl¬ 
ed,  while  Anderson  and  Shep¬ 
pard.  who  dress  Prince  Charles, 
prefer  a  drape  coat. 

As  for  designer-style  labels  so 
beloved  of  foe  catwalk  designers 
of  Paris  and  Milan  and  their  aco¬ 
lytes,  there  are.  none. 

In  the  inside  jacket  pocket  there 
is  a  label  bearing  the  customer’s 
name  next  to  that  of  his  tailor. 

.  “The  cognoscenti  know  at  a 


glance  who  made  which  suit.  The 
label's  only  of  use  if  you’re  float¬ 
ing  down  the  river  and  nobody 
knows  who  you  are,”  said  John 
Taylor,  editor  of  British  Style 
magazine. 

American  and  Japanese  busi¬ 
nessmen  are  big  fans  of  classic 
British  elegance.  In  Japanese  the 
word  for  suit  is  “Sabiro”  after  Sa¬ 
vile  Row. 

There  is  a  panoply  of  cloths  to 
choose  from.  Some  include  silky 
wool  from  South  American  vicu¬ 
nas,  which  is  collected  from 
bushes  because  as  a  protected  spe¬ 
cies  the  vicuna  cannot  be  shorn. 

A  classic  test  of  Savile  Row  art¬ 
istry  is  to  hold  a  jacket  lapel  be¬ 
tween  finger  and  thumb  to  feel  its 
springiness. 

Other  details  include  what  Os¬ 
car  Wilde  said  was  the  true  mark 
of  a  gentleman  -  hand-sewn 
buttonholes. 

THE  THREE-PIECE  suit  itself 
can  be  traced  back  to  foe  late  19th 


century,  although  tailoring  began 
in  foe  13th  century  when  the  coat 
supplanted  the  tunic. 

Savile. Row  came  into  its  own 
early  in  the  last  century  along  with 
the  exploits  of  dandy  Beau  Brum- 
mell.  the  sartorially  obsessed 
Prince  of  Wales  and  the  need  for 
uniforms  and  ceremonial  robes. 

Prince  Louis  Napoleon  was  a 
low-rated  pretender  to  the  French 
throne  and  a  bit  of  a  joke  about 
London,  but  tailor  Henry  Poole, 
encouraged  by  his  prized  custom¬ 
er  Baron  Meyer  de  Rothschild, 
dressed  the  prince  who  became 
Napoleon  III. 

The  gamble  paid  off  with  big 
tailoring  orders  when  Napoleon 
became  emperor  and  the  slogan 
evolved:  "There  is  only  one  Poole 
-  all  the  rest  are  puddles.” 

The  fitting  rooms  of  Savile  Row 
are  rich  in  history  with  foe  passage 
of  the  great  and  the  good. 

African  dictators  and  Holly¬ 
wood  stars  have  all  stood  for 
their  fittings  in  their  search 


for  foe  perfectly  shaped  suit. 

When  actor  Charles  Laughton 
was  cast  to  play  the  lead  in  the  film 
Mutiny  on  the  Bounty,  he  called  at 
Gieves,  where  a  search  in  the 
basement  produced- a  leather- 
bound  ledger  containing  the  speci¬ 
fications  and  measurements  of 
Captain  William  Bligh. 

Admiral  Lord  Nelson,  dressed 
by  Gieves,  met  his  end  by  insisting 
on  wearing  full  uniform,  with  daz¬ 
zling  gold  lace,  on  the  deck  of  the 
Victory  at  the  Battle  of  Trafalgar. 
The  uniform  caught  the  eye  of  a 
French  sharpshooter  who  picked 
him  off. 

It  was  Hawkes  who  patented 
foe  cork  solar  topee,  the  pith  hel¬ 
met  used  by  explorer  Henry  Stan¬ 
ley  which  became  de  rigueur  for 
the  well-dressed  British  colonial. 

“Second  to  foe  Holy  Bible,  the 
Gieves  catalogue  was  read  by  co¬ 
lonials  to  preserve  their  sanity  in 
some  hot  and  disagreeable  spot,” 
Gieve  said.  .

SUMMERTIME  and  the  li¬ 
vin'  is  easy  -  or  at  least  there 
are  countless  new  products 
claiming  to  make  it  easier. 

One  of  the  most  intriguing  is 
Pop-Tent,  so  called  because  it 
pops  open  ready-for-use  when 

tossed  into  the  air. 

The  nylon  tent  has  a  built-in 
flexible  frame  which  holds  it  in 
shape.  While  no  assembly  is  re¬ 
quired,  the  self-erecting  tent  does 
come  with  wind-stabilizing  ropes 
and  tent  pegs,  to  be  used  as  weath¬ 
er  conditions  require. 

The  American-made  Pop-Tent 
is  imported  by  and  sold  exclusively 
at  the  Arta  chain  of  26  office  and 
art  supply  shops,  which  also  sell 
bags  for  school  and  travel. 

.  The  tents  range  from  a  half¬ 
open  Cabana  style  for  the  beach, 
at  NIS  22S,  to  a  family  camping 
jtent,  at  NIS  695,  said  to  sleep  five 
to  six  persons.  There  are  also  sev¬ 
eral  intermediate  sizes.  When  not 
■in  use,  the  tents  fold  almost  flat  to 
&t  their  own  carrying  pouches. 


ALSO  FOR  campers  and  hikers, 
jAmgazit  of  Kibbutz  Kfar  Etzion 
(has  introduced  its  Pocket  Cooker. 
It  is  a  folding  blade  metal  stand, 
resembling  a  flat-topped  pyramid, 
on  which  to  place  a  small  pot  or 
•skillet. 

>  It  requires  no  special  fuel.  On 
|the  grating  inside  the  sloping 
'sides,  you  place  easily  available 
! materials  such  as  brush  wood,  dry 
‘leaves,  paper,  etc. 

•  There  is  a  flap  for  adding  fuel  as 
Jit  bums.  The  tiny  campfire  inside 
•the  metal  sidewalls  is  both  safer 
;tfaan  an  open  fine  and  easier  to  use 
in  windy  or  wet  weather. 

Don’t  expect  to  cook  up  a  full-

ier.  But  the  manufacturer  says  that 
•in  less  than  10  minutes,  you  can

;  paring  instant  soups  or  beverages. 

Pocket  Cooker  retails  for 
'  NIS  50  at  camping  and  do-it-your- 
■  self  stores  and  departments.  It 
;  comes  in  a  nylon  carry-case.

The  above-ground  pools,  called 
Fantasia  20004  are  made  of  galva¬ 
nized  metal  with  a  plastic  interior 
and  an  aluminum  ladder.

prefer  not  to  attempt  it  them¬ 
selves.  The  small  pools  have  a 
one-year  guarantee. 

The  importer  also  offers  larger 
above-ground  pools  requiring  pro¬ 
fessional  installation.  These  go  up 
to  about  NIS  13,000,  plus  another 
NIS  1,000  or  so  for  installation, 
for  an  oval-shaped  pool,  12  meters 
long,  5.5  meters  across,  and  1.2 
meters  deep. 

An  advantage  of  above-ground 
pools,  say  their  distributors,  is  that 
they  do  not  require  a  building  li¬ 
cense,  unlike  built-in  pools.

Mention  unorthodox 
fashions  in  Europe.

But  unorthodox  fashions  in  Is¬ 
rael  and  some  other  parts  of  the 
Middle  East  are  something  else. 

Unorthodox  fashions  here  are 
those  which  offend  the  standards 
of  modesty  of  the  Orthodox 
community. 

Everv  now  and  again  self-ap¬ 
pointed'  Orthodox  guardians  of 
modesty  have  defaced  posters  de¬ 
picting  women  in  any  form  of  pro¬ 
vocative  garb  -  namely  clothes 
which  expose  too  much  bare  flesh. 

But  the  Orthodox  are  now  a 
powerful  consumer  force.  Soon, 
they  won't  have  to  go  around  de¬ 
facing  anything,  as  boycott  threats 
have  yielded  results.  Companies 
such  as  Poster  Media  are  caution-  ^ 
ing  clients  to  photograph  their 
models  in  clothes  which  cover 
nearly  everything. 

It  is  becoming  increasingly  rare 
to  see  blown-up  photographs  of 
-  models  in  one-piece  swimsuits  let 
alone  bikinis.  Underwear  and 
shorts  have  also  become  taboo  on 
bus-stop  posters,  though  they  do 
continue  to  appear  on  buses  from 
time  to  time.

setting  when  yon  enter  the  room. 
The  electricity  consumption  is  said 
to  be  negligible.

However,  while  they  contain  no 
poisonous  chemicals,  their  meth¬ 
od  of  operation  may  be  equally 
repugnant  to  many  consumers,  es¬ 
pecially  .the  ecologically  con¬ 
cerned.

ON  a  German  autobahn, 
you  can  legally  travel  as 
fast  your  automobile  can 
'cany  you  -  and  the  white  needle 
;on  the  Audi  A8's  speedometer 
swung  to  240  kph  when  1  recently 
“piloted”  it  from  Stuttgart  to  Ba- 
■den  Baden. 

But  German  drivers  paid  little 
attention  to  the  sleek  profile 
streaking  past  them  because,  at 
first  glance,  they  had  no  due  that 
.  this  new  Audi  could  be  one  of  the 
most  revolutionary  cars  made  for 
-decades. 

The  A8  looks  like  a  lower,  wid¬ 
er  version  of  the  Audi  100.  How¬ 


ever,  on  doser  inspection,  you'll 
see  that  it’s  built  of  aluminum 
rather  than  the  heavier  steel  -  a 
brave  technical  step  no  other  man¬ 
ufacturer  has  taken  in  mass  pro¬ 
duction.  (The  first  Land  Rovers 
used  the  light  alloy  owing  to  a 
postwar  shortage  of  steel.  Even 
today,  models  ranging  from  the 
Defender  to  the  Range  Rover 
have  aluminum  panels;  but  the 
chassis  is  still  made  of  steel.) 

The  A8,  recently  unveiled  to 
motoring  journalists  in  the  Black 
Forest,  will  give  Audi  back  the 
technical  leadership  it  enjoyed 
during  the  1980s,  when  it  came  out 
with  the  first  four-wheel-drive  sa¬ 
loon,  the  Quattro,  which  had  a 
stunning  success  on  the  rally  dr-- 
cuit. 

Aluminum  is  lighter  than  steel, 
and  although  the  A8  is  longer  than 
both  a  Mercedes  S-class  and  a 
BMW  7-series,  it  weighs  140  kg. 
less.  The  weight  reduction  is  not 
only  speed-friendly;  it  leads  to  im¬ 
proved  fuel  consumption. 

Audi  chief  executive  Dr  Her¬ 
bert  Demel  explains:  “The  weight 
of  a  car  is  responsible  for  70  per¬ 
cent  of  its  fuel  consumption.  Put 
another  way,  if  you  reduce  weight 
by  10  percent,  fuel  economy  im¬ 
proves  by  7  percent.” 


Audi  predicts  that,  thanks  to  its  A8,  other  automakers  will  follow  its  lead  in  using  aluminum. 


Aluminum  also  pleases  the 
green  folk  because  of  its  potential 
for  recycling.  “New  ‘A8s  can  be 
made  out  of  old  A8s,  says  Franz- 
Josef  Paefgen,  Audi’s  head  of 
body  engineering. 


HOWEVER,  the  A8  is  no  Tin 
Lizzie,  made  from  recycled  beer 


cans.  The  bodyshell,  called  die 
ASF  (Audi  Space  Frame),  is  a  sci¬ 
entifically  designed  framework  of 
aluminum  beams  on  which  alumi¬ 
num  panels  are  integrated  to  share 
the  load-bearing. 

Audi  claim*:  the  ASF  functions 
like  a  safety  cage,  and  that  the 
passenger  cell  is  more  rigid  ti^an 


comparable,  conventional  sheet- 
steel  bodies.  The  metal  can  also  be 
easily  re-welded  and  repaired,  say 
the  makers. 

The  AS  could,  of  course,  be 
much  lighter  than  its  1,750  kg., 
but  the  designers  have  invested 
the  kilos  saved  in  a  body  length  of 
5.03  m.,  which  gives  exceptional 


comfort;  a  massive  4.2  liter  V8 
engine  and  a  slew  of  hi-tech  (such 
as  temperature  control  for  each 
individual  passenger  seat  and  elec¬ 
trically  controlled  seatbelts). 

The  powerpack  belts  out  a 
mighty  300  horses  and  is  mated  to 
the  Porsche-patented  “Tiptronic” 
four-speed  gearbox. 

This  offers  the  driver  a  choice, 
at  the  Aide  of  a  lever,  of  a  comput¬ 
er-controlled  automatic  shift 
which  adapts  itself  to  an  individual 
driver’s  style,  or  a  dutch-less, 
push-button  manual  shift.

Audi  is  the  jewel  in  the  crown  of 
the  Volkswagen  group,  Europe's 
biggest  motor  manufacturer.  VW 


relies  on  Audi  to  compete  with 
Mercedes,  BMW  or  Jaguar,  the 
leading  European  luxury-saloon 
manufacturers. 

The  company's  engineers  have 
invested  10  years'  research  into 
-  the  AS's  aluminum  body  -  and  the 
result  appears  to  be  leaving  BMW 
&  Co.  bogged  down  in  heavy  met¬ 
al. 

Trouble  is,  all  this  effidency  is 
currently  only  available  to  those 
with  a  lot  of  money  to  spend.  Alu¬ 
minum  is  about  three  times  more 
expensive  than  steel:  witness  the 
AS's  UK  price.  In  Germany,  the 
car  sells  for  110,000  marks. 

When  it  gets  to  Israel,  it  wfll 
probably  go  for  more  than 
NIS  300,000.  Will  the  average 
new-car  buyer  be  prepared  to  pay 
that  much  extra  for  a.  lightweight 
car? 

It’s  too  early  to  tell  whether 
Audi  has  come  up  with  a  revolu¬ 
tionary  concept,  whether  tiie  use 
of  aluminum  in  automobiles  will, 
as  the  makers  claim,  become 
widespread  by  the  end  of  the  cen¬ 
tury.

Following  a  petition  by  the 
Union  of  Public  Companies  and 
the  Manufacturers  Association. 
Winograd  threw  out  the  stock  ex- 
change's  decision  to  raise  the  entiy 
requirements  for  trading  on  the 
TASE. 

He  ruled  that  the  criteria  for 
entrance .  requirements  must  be. 
stated  in  the  bourse  rules  and  reg¬ 
ulations,  subject  to  the  supervision 
of  the  proper  authorities  and  not 
according  to  directives  issued  by 
the  bourse  board  of  directors. 

The  board  of  directors  had  de¬ 
cided  to  raise  shareholders  equity 
requirements  from  $2  million  to 
$3m.  and  to  increase  the  minimum 
number  and  value  of  shares  held 
by  the  public. 

The  petitioners  claimed  the  de¬ 
cision  harmed  smaller  companies' 
opportunity  to  issue  shares  to  the 
public. 

The  court  said  the  bourse  must 
pay  N1S  15,000  in  legal  expenses 
to  the  Union  of  Public  Companies 
listed  on  the  TASE  and  the  Manu¬ 
facturers  Association. 

He  postponed  execution  of  the 
ruling  to  allow  the  TASE  to  appeal 
the  derision  or  amend  the  bourse 
rules. 

In  a  second  appeals  case,  the 
court  ruled  that  the  bourse  rules 
and  regulations,  as  formulated  on 
April  4.

Hie  petitioners  also  presented 
the  court  with  a  copy  of  a  request 
by  Amitai  -  Citizens  for  Good 
Government  to  die  police,  asking 
them  to  investigate  a  deal  between 
Yuh  Ofer  and  Heizliya  Mayor  Eli 
Landau  in  which  Landau  got  Ofer 
a  permit  to  build  300%  more  than 
extant  building  codes  permitted  on 
a  plot  of  land  he  purchased  near 
the  new  marina,  thereby  signifi¬ 
cantly  increasing  its  value. 

According  to  the  complaint, 
Ofer  helped  fund  Landau's  elec¬

Another  document  submitted  to 
the  court  was  a  letter  by  Tel  Aviv 
resident  Yigal  Laviv,  charging  that 
former  Zim  executive  Michael  Zur 
had  confessed  to  the  police  that  he 
received  a  bribe  from  Sami  Ofer.

Deposits  in 
savings  plans 
surge  456%

THE  public's  medium  and  long¬ 
term  deposits  in  bank  savings' 
plans  jumped  a  dramatic  456  per¬ 
cent  in  May  to  NIS  657.1  million 
from  NIS  144m.  in  April,  the 
Treasury's  capital  markets  division 
announced  yesterday. 

During  the  first  two  months  of 
the  second  quarter  of  the  year, 
there  has  been  a  significant  rever¬ 
sal  compared  to  the  first  quarter, 
when  savers'  withdrawals  were 
higher  than  deposits. 

As  a  result,  the  net  increase  in 
deposits  from  the  beginning  of  the 
year  to  May  totaled  only 
NIS  536.2m. 

Deputy  supervisor  of  capital 
markets  Linda  Ben-Shushan  at¬ 
tributed  the  growth  to  the  banks' 
aggressive  marketing  campaign  for 
medium-term  savings  deposits. 

In  addition,  she  noted,  the 
banks  have  raised  the  interest  they 
pay  on  such  deposits. 

For  example.  Bank  Tefahot  was 
paying  between  2.6%  and  2.7%  on 
index-linked  savings  and  is  now 
offering  3.3%.  Dollar-linked  sav¬ 
ings  can  pay  up  to  5%  interest. 

Ben-Shushan  said  the  banks  are 
also  providing  alternative  link¬ 
ages.  which,  pay  the  saver  the  higb-

FOLLOWING  the  expiration  of 
its  S22  per  share  tender  offer  on 
Friday,  Ares  Serono  intends  to 
strongly  recommend  that  subsid¬ 
iary  InterPharm  deregister  its 
shares  traded  cm  NASDAQ. 

By  delisting  its  shares,  Inter- 
Phann  would  continue  trading 
only  on  the  pink  sheets  (for  thinly 
traded  NASDAQ  stocks). 

The  company  has  pointed  out 
that  trading  in'this  fashion  makes 
Israeli  shareholders  liable  for  a 
capital  gains  tax  of  between  30 
percent  and  50%,  while  shares 
sold  as  part  of  the  tender  offer  are 
fax  exempt. 

Shareholders  will  have  to  decide 
within  the  next  two  days  whether 
or  not  to  fake  the  offer. 

■“We  advise  people  based  on 
fairness,  trading  value  and  projec¬ 
tions  for  the  next  three  years,”  a 
representative  of  dealer-manager 
Bear  Stearns  said,  adding  that  a 
total  of  448,441  of  all  outstanding 
shares  were  validly  tendered. 

Company  sources  expect  anoth¬ 
er  100,000  will  be  tendered,  far 
less  than  Ares  Serono’s  targeted 
75  percent  for  June  10.  The  com¬ 
pany  then  issued  an  offer  for  any 
and  all  shares,  extending  the  expi¬ 
ry  date  until  this  Friday. 

InterPharm  is  expected  to  ask 
the  court  today  to  rescind  two  in¬ 
junctions  obtained  by  the  minority 
shareholders. 

At  the  same  time  the  company 
intends  to -file  a  suit  against  the 
shareholders  for  damages. 


Earlier  this  week,  InterPharm 
released  a  statement  on  the  tem¬ 
porary  restraining  order  issued 
against  Axes  Serono,  instructing 
its  legal  counsel  to  “take  all  action 
to  remove  the  order  and  fake  all 
recourse  available  against  those 
responsible  for  the  disruption  of  its 
business.” 

Furthermore,  InterPharm  said  it 
would  stop  all  sales  “because  the 
order,  as  written,  requires  Ares 
Serono  to  cease  production,  clini¬ 
cal  studies  and  registration  of  the 
drug.  The  result  of  such  a  cessa¬ 
tion  of  sales  will  have  an  immedi¬ 
ate  and  materially  detrimental  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  business  of 
TnterPbarm." 

“Ibis  announcement  is  both  er¬ 
roneous  and  misleading,”  an  In- 
terPhann  minority  shareholder 
said.  “The  court  did  not  restrain  in 
any  way  or  manner  InterPharm 
from  selling  the  product  to  Ares 
Serono  or  to  any  other  company.” 

But,  insider  sources  said.  Inter- 
Pharm’s  large  institutional  inves¬ 
tors  have  all  accepted  the  tender 
offer,  as  have  some  members  of 
the  dissident  group.

The  NIS  400m.  will  be  used  to  meet  govern¬ 
ment  obligations  to  provide  foil  loan  guaran¬ 
tees  under  the  original  program,  as  well  as 
partial  guarantees  under  the  recently  revised 
regulations. 

Under  the  new  rules,  the  government  will 


only  provide  75  percent  of  the  guarantees, 
while  the  bank  will  back  the  remaining  25%  of 
the  loan. 

In  the  case  of  guarantees  for  operating  capi¬ 
tal  loans,  the  government’s  share  wfl]  go  up  to 
85%,  and  the  bank’s  responsibility  will  go 
down  to  15%. 

The  reduction  in  government  risk  will  be 
accompanied  by  a  smaller  loan  guaran:se 
transaction  fee  that  will  range  between  1%  and 
1.5%  of  the  loan.

Manufacturers  encouraged  to  buy  locally-made  products:  The 
Manufactures  Association  is  encouraging  its  members  to  sign  a 
treaty  to  purchase  locally  made  products.  Manufacturer 
Association  chairman  Itzhak  Shrcir  said  at  a  press  conference 
yesterday.  He  said  261  of  its  1.200  members  have  already  signed 
the  treaty,  including  leading  firms  like  Koor,  Tnuva,  Osetn.  Israel 
Chemicals,  Polgat  and  Shemen. 

The  treaty  was  sent  to  manufacturers  three  weeks  ago.  Shreir 
emphasized  that  the  firms'  participation  in  the  treaty  is  voluntary 
and  the  treaty  is  not  subject  to  any  regulations. 

“Our  aim  for  1994-1995  is  to  transfer  NIS  150  million  of  raw 
material,  equipment  and  festival  gifts  from  imports  to  local 
production.”  Shreir  said.  “This  will  create  another  1.000  new 
jobs  in  industry.”

The  OPEC  president.  Qatar’s 
On  Minister  Abdullah  bin-Hamad 
Attiyah,  in  a  valedictory  address 
before  making  way  for  a  new  con¬ 
ference  president,  Libyan  Oil 
Minister  Abdullah  Salem  Badri, 
said  he  was  confident  of  OPEC's 
political  will  to  raise  oil  prices. 

But  Attiyah  added  a  note  of 
caution. 

“The  recent  development  (the 
price  rally)  should  be  viewed  with 
caution  as  the  underlying  funda¬ 
mentals  indicate  that  improve¬ 
ment  of  demand  may  be  Hunted.” 

OPEC  has  now  held  the  same 
productibn  ceiling  since  Septem¬ 
ber  last  year,  and  the  ministers 
hope  that  by  keeping  it  through  to 
the  end  of  tills  year  the  oil  market 
will  enjoy  some  stability  and 
prices  will  edge  higher. 

“The  rollover  (of  output  quo¬ 
tas)  for  the  year  has  enabled 
OPEC  to  take  a  rest  and  to  take  a 
better  look  at  the  market  (and  to) 
defeat  its  sbort-termism , ’ ’  Vene- 
zeulan  Oil  Minister  Erwin  Arrieta 
told  Reuters  in  an  interview  on 
Tuesday.

-  Saudi  Arabia  and  Iran,  the  two 
main  powers  in  the  Middle  East 
Gulf  and  the  two  largest  oil  pro¬ 
ducers  in  OPEC,  have  clashed 
over  a  number  of  foreign  policy 
issues  in  recent  months. 

But  Aqazadeh  told  reporters 
that  the  two  countries  were  work¬ 
ing  well  together  within  OPEC 
and  his  own  relations  with  his  Sau¬ 
di  counterpart  Hisham  Nazer 
were  very  good.

US  industrial  production  up  12th  straight  month 
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WASHINGTON  (Reuter)  -  In¬ 
dustrial  production  rose  in 
May  for  the  12th  consecutive 
month,  the  Federal  Reserve  said 
yesterday*  even  as  the  rate  at 
which  factories  operated  slowed 
slightly.' 

The  Fed  said  production  in¬ 
creased  by  0.2%  in  tbe  month  fol¬ 
lowing  a  downward  revised  in¬ 
crease  of  0.1%  in  April, 
continuing  a  string  of  advances 
that  began  last  June. 

Factories'  utilization  of  their 
productive  capacity  -  the  measure 
of  maximum  productive  ability  — 


fell  slightly  to  83-5%  from  83.6% 
in  April.  Both  figures  were  in  line 
with  economists'  projections. 

The  Fed  said  a  drop  in  output  of 
motoT  vehicles  was  offset  by  in¬ 
creases  in  business  equipment  and 
construction  supplies. 

Hie  decline  in  factory  use,  the 
second  in  as  many  months,  should 
tak;e  some  of  die  pressure  off' 
economic  policymakers,  -worried 
that  the  strong  production  pace 
might  lead  to  an  overheated 
economy. 

At  the  same  time,  the  continued 
increases  in  production  added  to 


evidence  that  the  recovery  contin¬ 
ued  to  move  abead  at  a  moderate 
and  likely  sustainable  pace. 

The  Fed  has  raised  interest  rates 
four  times  since  February  in  an 
attempt  to  head  off  inflationary 
pressures. 

The  economy  grew  by  3.0%  in 
the  first  quarter  and  analysts  as 
well  as  senior  Fed  officials  believe 
the  second  quarter  mil  show  even 
more  bouyant  activity. 

The  economy,  however,  has 
been  showing  some  evidence 
of  moderating  overall,  as  consum¬ 
ers  have  slowed  their  frenetic 


buying  pace  since  earlier  in  the 
year. 

Housing,  an  economic  leader, 
has  slowed  a  bit  as  mortgage  rates 
have  risen,  shutting  off  some  first¬ 
time  buyers  unable  to  make 
monthly  payments  at  the  higher 
levels. 

The  Fed  said  that  car  produc¬ 
tion  fell  to  a  seasonally  adjusted 
annual  rate  of  6.3  million  units  in 
May,  down  from  6.7  million  units 
in  the  prior  month.

Chartists  say  Nikkei  ready  to  forge  ahead 
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TOKYO  (Reuter)  -  The  Tokyo 
stock  market,  having  broken 
free  .from  its  shackles  after  a 
brief  corrective  hiccup,  is  set  to 
rally  towards  loftier  heights, 
chartists  in  Tokyo  and  London 
say.  - 

But  they  differ  by  about  5,000 
points  on  what  they  see  as  the 
longer-term  range  of  the  Nikkei 
average's  upward  assault. 

“I  think  by  July  the  market 
will  go  up  to  22,(XXJ-23,000,  and 
my  final  target  for  this  year  is 
25,000,”  said  Yuicbi  Matsushita, 
of  Nikko  Securities  CO.  Ltd.  in 
Tokyo. 

Yesterday  the  Nikkei  ended 
off  71.01  points  or  0.33  percent 
to  21,282.96,  down  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  straight  day.

■  But -Matsushita  said  he  would 
still  be  optimistic  even  if  the 
yen  appreciated  further.

“Export-related  companies 
are  now  trying  to  adapt  them¬ 
selves  to  the  age  of  the  higher 
yen.

Martin  Jones,  technical  ana¬ 
lyst  at  BNP  Securities  in  Lon¬ 
don,  said  the  Nikkei  broke  its 
downtrend  in  early  1993  and  has 
consolidated  since.  He  said  the 
new  surge  signaled  further  gains 
to  around  24,000. 

Jones  highlighted  a  triangular 


pattern  formed  by  rising  lows 
from  tbe  trough  of  16,000  last 
December  and  a  succession  of 
peaks  around  20,000.  • 

He  said  that  now  the  Nikkei 
had  escaped  tbe  formation, 
its  movement  could  be  project¬ 
ed  to  an  upside  target  of 
24,000. 

“Longer  term,  tbe  index  has 
based  out  and  broken  two-year 
highs.  I  would  look  for  28,000  on 
an  eight  to  12-month  view,” 
Jones  said. 

Nikko's  Matsushita  said 
27,000  was  a  big  resistance  line, 
but  added:  “Once  25,000  is 
cleared,  I  think  there’s  very 
small  resistance  between  25.000 
and  27,000.” 

David  Sneddon,  technical  an¬ 
alyst  at  Investment  Research  in 
Cambridge,  said  there  had  been 
a  conclusive  breakout  above  var¬ 
ious  levels  of  resistance  aronnd 
21,000. 

“We  could  come  bade  a  little 
(in  the)  short  term  as  things  get 
overbought,  but  the  uptrend  will 


remain  and  extend  to  23,000  or 
farther.  Depending  on  the  size 
of  that  correction,  we  could  then 
see  a  stronger  rally  later  in  the 
year  as  high  as  27,000,”  Sneddon 
said. 

Robin  Griffiths,  of  James  Ca- 
pel  in  London,  said  a  new  sup¬ 
port  low  above  the  resistance 
point  of  around  21,000  would 
signal  a  powerful  run  to  higher 
levels. 

He  said  his  target  of  23,000 
could  be  hit. 

“We  still  see  no  reason  for  a 
euphoric  runaway  move  in  the 
market.  The  ingredients  for  a 
powerful  bull  do  not  come  into 
place  until  much  nearer  tbe  year 
end,”  he  said. 

Despite  a  halt  in  the  past  two 
days  in  the  Nikkei’s  rally,  few 
say  there  is  much  downside  risk 
to  the  market. 

“If  tiie  market  can  confirm  the 
bottom  at  21,000,  or  at  the  tech¬ 
nical  support  level  of  20,700 
(the  25-day  moving  average), 
it  can  then  press  ahead," 
said  Yasuynki  Shimizu,  of  Koku- 
sai  Securities  Co.  Ltd.  in 
Tokyo. 


9.4%  jobless  rate,  steady  inflation  indicate  recovery 


LONDON  (Reuter)  -  Britain's 
economic  recovery  is  forging 
ahead  with  unemployment  dip¬ 
ping  to  its  lowest  level  in  more 
than  two  years  and  inflation  still  in 
check,  official  statistics  released 
yesterday  showed. 

Prime  Minister  John  Major’s 
battered  government  took  heart  at 
news  that  Britain’s  jobless  total 
fell  by  20.100  in  May  to  2.66  mil¬ 
lion  or  9.4  percent  of  the  work¬ 
force  -  a  26-month  low. 

Inflation  was  steady  at  April’s 
level  of  2.6%  while  the  rate  of 
increase  in  average  earnings 
slowed  to  3.75%  in  April  from 
4.0%  in  March  despite  recent 
signs  that  wage  pressures  in  Brit¬ 
ain  are  starting  to  mount. 

“Tbe  trends  are  now  dear  and 
show  that  Britain  is  firmly  set  for 
sustained,  non-inflationary 
growth,”  Employment  Secretary' 
David  Hunt  said. 

He  pointed  out  that  unemploy¬ 
ment  bad  fallen  by  around  300,000 
in  Britain  during  the  past  18 
months  while  during  tbe  same  pe¬ 
riod  in  Europe  the  jobless  rate  had 
climbed. 

Unemployment  in  Britain  fell 


by  an  average  28,300  per  month 
during  the  last  six  months  com¬ 
pared  with  average  monthly 
falls  of  6.300  in  the  previous  six. 
the  Department  of  Employment 
said. 

But  Hunt  stressed  that  the  Con¬ 
servative  government  -  which  is 
still  reeling  from  its  trouncing  at 
European  Parliamentary  elections 
last  week  -  would  do  its  utmost  to 
keep  wage  rises  in  check  in  both 
the  public  and  private  sectors. 

“Sensible  pay  settlements  are 
essential... we  are  not  prepared  to 
see  this  country  go  down  the  route 
of  inflationary  wage  increases 
which  destroy  our  competitive¬ 
ness.”  he  said.  - 

“We  attach  the  highest  possible 
importance  to  restraining  pay  bill 
costs  and  controlling  public  ex¬ 
penditure...  and  in  the  private  sec¬ 
tor  we  must  not  allow  ourselves  to 
go  down  the  path  of  pay  increases 
which  destroy  competitiveness." 
*he  said. 

His  remarks  set  the  tone  for  last 
night’s  annual  Mansion  House 
speech  by  Chancellor  of  the  Ex¬ 
chequer  Kenneth  Clarke,  who  is 
expected  to  say  the  government 


will  stamp  hard  on  price  pressures 
to  ensure  the  recovery  is 
sustainable. 

Britain's  government  bond  [gilt] 
market,  hard-hit  by  inflation 
fears,  welcomed  yesterday's  data. 

The  long  September  gilt  futures 
contract  -  which  leads  cash  market 
gilt  prices  -  surged  three-quarters 
of  a  point  to  a  high  of  101-9/32 
before  slipping  back  to  100-29/32. 

Sterling  exchange  traders  large¬ 
ly  ignored  the  employment  and 
inflation  figures,  which  helped 
quash  expectations  of  a  near-term 
change  in  Britain’s  5.25%  base  in¬ 
terest  rate  -  the  lowest  level  seen 
since  the  early  1970s. 

“The  immediate  pressure  on 
the  chancellor  to  take  account  of 
the  Bank  of  England's  concerns 
about  inflation  and  the  need  to 
raise  interest  rates  in  the  aurumn 
will  be  eased  by  these  figures.” 
Marian  Bell,  Royal  Bank  of  Scot¬ 
land  economist  said. 

The  data  also  reinforced  grow¬ 
ing  evidence  that  the  £8  billion 
($12b.)  worth  of  tax  rises  which 
took  effect  in  April  had  so  far  had 
no  effect  on  Britain’s  recovery, 
analysts  said. 


New  lease  on  life 
for  EU  steel  plan 


BRUSSELS  (Reuter)  -  The  Euro¬ 
pean  Commission,  in  a  U-turn, 
yesterday  kept  alive  an  EU  rescue 
plan  for  the  steel  sector  by  allow¬ 
ing  Italy  to  grant  aid  to  help  steel 
plants  in  its  Brescia  region  cut 
capacity. 

But  the  commission  stressed 
that  the  Italian  plan  to  cut  5-6 
million  tons  of  capacity  provided 
the  last  chance  to  keep  the  overall 
rescue  plan  alive. 

“If  we  do  not  have  tbe  five  to  six 
million  tons  [of  cuts]  in  Italy  we 
can%  forget  it...we  can  just  kiss 
good-bye  to  it,”  the  EU’s 
Competition  Commissioner 


Glaxo 

chairman 

retires 

LONDON  (Reuter)  -  British 
drugs  giant  Glaxo  Holdings  Pic. 
said  yesterday  chairman  Sir  Paul 
Girolami  would  step  down  at  the 
end  of  June,  prompting  talk  it  may 
be  near  a  multibDfiou-doUar  ac¬ 
quisition  in  the  US. 

Glaxo  sought  to  dampen  the 
speculation,  saying  there  was  no 
change  of  strategy,  but  left  the 
door  open  for  such  a  move. 

The  firm  said  Girolami  -  who 
joined  Glaxo  in  1966,  since  when 
it  has  become  one  of  the  world's 
top  drug  companies  -  will  com¬ 
plete  transfer  of  his  executive  re¬ 
sponsibilities  on  June  30.  Between 
then  and  November  18,  when 
Glaxo  holds  its  annual  meeting,  he 
will  continue  as  chair  in  a  non¬ 
executive  capacity.  Glaxo  said  it 
would  announce  Girolanri’s  suc¬ 
cessor  in  due  course. 

“The  point  of  GirolamTs  depar¬ 
ture,  which  was  sooner  than  ex¬ 
pected,  is  that  a  big  deal  is  very 
much  on  the  cards  now  at  Glaxo. 
That  is  a  deal  that  his  mind  can 
accept  but  bis  heart  can't.”  said 
one  dregs  analyst  at  a  major  in¬ 
vestment  house. 

Analysts  said  the  departure  of 
Girolami  -  who  favored  organic 
growth  over  acquisitions  -  before 
a  successor  was  found  supported 
the  theory  that  a  big  deal  was 
near. 

“He  doesn’t  want  to  be  sitting  in 
the  executive  chair  when  an  acqui¬ 
sition  is  announced.  Such  a  thing 
would  go  against  a  lot  of  what  he 
said  over  the  years  about  organic 
growth  being  the  way  forward,” 
another  analyst  commented. 

Glaxo  shares  rose  16  pence  to 
578  pence,  helped  by  the  view  that 
GirolamTs  departure  would  free 
company  management  to  use  its 
growing  cash  resources. 

In  May,  US  analysts  tipped 
Glaxo  -  maker  of  foe  world's  big¬ 
gest  selling  prescription  drug,  ul¬ 
cer  treatment  Zantac  -  as  the  most 
likely  candidate  to  take  over  US 
health  care  group  McKesson 
Corp. 

Though  many  British  analysts 
doubt  Glaxo  will  buy  all  of 
McKesson,  whose  PCS  Health 
Systems  is  the  third  largest  phar¬ 
macy  benefit  manager  in  the  US, 
some  deal,  is  seen  as  inevitable  if 
Glaxo  is  to  keep  up  in  the  lucra¬ 
tive  US  market. 

Glaxo  denied  that  Girolami's 
departure  heralded  a  new  corpo¬ 
rate  strategy  or  that  it  was  on  foe 
point  of  announcing  a  major  US 
acquisition.  A  spokesman  con¬ 
firmed,  however,  it  was  still 
looking  closely  at  US  health 
care. 

Glaxo  said  it  had  been  in  discus¬ 
sions  with  various  US  health  care 
companies  but  that  .no  decisions 
had  been  made.

Another  condition  was  that 
companies  cutting  capacity  would 
have  to  be  completely  scrapped 
and  there  could  be  no  transfer  of 
infrastructure.

Justice  Dept,  agrees  to  British  Tdecomnumicatkms/MCI  deal: 

The  US  Justice  Department  announced  yesterday  it  has  reached 
an  agreement  allowing  British  Telecommunications  PLC  to 
proceed  with  its  plan  to  purchase  a  20  percent  stake  in  MCI 
Communications  Corp.  Reuter 

IBM  producing  super-sensitive  dish  drive  recording  head: 
International  Business  Machines  Corp.  (IBM)  said  yesterday  it 
had  designed  a  revolutionary  disk  drive  recording  head  that 
enabled  computer  systems  to  store  far  more  data  than  was  now 
posable. 

In  a  hard-disk  drive,  a  recording  head  writes  data  onto  a  disk 
as  well  as  reading  it  back.  IBM’s  new  “spin-valve”  head  uses  a 
magnetic  field,  which  is  more  sensitive  than  the  commonly  used 
electrically  induced  current,  for  these  functions. 

The  new  sensor  is  already  five  times  more  sensitive  than 
today’s  best  commercially  available  disk-drive  sensor,  and  IBM  is 
working  to  boost  the  capacity  to  20  times  by  the  year  2000,  it 
said.  Reuter 

Germany  acts  against  insider  trading:  After  years  of  debate. 
Germany  finally  took  steps  yesterday  to  arm  itself  against  insider 
dealings  in  publicly  traded  securities. 

Parliament's  finance  committee  approved  a  bill  that  will 
require  companies  to  disclose  all  information  that  might  affect 
the  price  of  their  stocks  and  bonds.  It  also  establishes  an 
oversight  body  for  the  securities  industry  and  makes  insider 
trading  punishable  by  up  to  five  years  in  prison. 

The  government  hopes  greater  disclosure  and  supervision  in 
the  securities  industry  will  help  encourage  an  influx  of  foreign 
capital,  badly  needed  for  the  reconstruction  of  east  Germany. 

World  airlines  hoping  for  turnaround  in  ’94:  World  airlines, 
reeling  from  four  consecutive  years  of  loss,  may  be  heading  for  a 
small  profit  on  their  foreign  passenger  operations  in  1994,  the 
International  Air  Transport  Association  reported  yesterday. 

Tom  Murphy,  IATA’s  senior  director  for  financial  services, 
said  an  increase  in  passenger  traffic  and  a  slowdown  in  growth  of 
airline  fleets  suggested  profit  on  international  services  for  the 
year  could  reach  $1  billion. 

“The  signs  are  very  encouraging,”  Murphy  told  reporters  at 
an  LATA  news  briefing.  Traffic  was  up  by  eight  per  cent  over  the 
first  four  months  of  1994,  but  the  increase  of  seat  availability 
through  new  planes  coming  on  line  was  only  five  per  cent.  Reuter 

EU  Commission  set  to  dear  Procter  &  Gamble  purchase:  The 
European  Commission  is  expected  to  dear  plans  by  Procter  & 
Gamble  Co  to  buy  German  hygiene  products  firm  VP- 
Schickedaoz  AG  following  changes  in  the  deal  making  it 
compatible  with  competition  rules. 

A  senior  Commission  official  told  Reuters  that  Competition 
Commissioner  Karel  Van  Miert  was  recommending  to  his  fellow 
commissioners  yesterday  that  the  operation  be  allowed  to  go 
through. 

“The  likely  outcome  is  that  the  Commission  is  now  going  to 
approve  the  deal”,  he  said.  Reuter 

Countrywide  Credit’s  earnings  drop  22%:  Countrywide  Credit 
Industries  Inc. ,  foe  largest  US  residential  mongage  lender, 
yesterday  reported  a  22%  plunge  in  earnings  for  the  latest 
quarter,  saying  profits  were  hurt  by  a  rise  in  interest  rates. 

For  its  fiscal  first  quarter  ended  May  31 ,  tbe  company  said  it 
earned  $33.7  million,  or  37  cents  a  share,  down  from  profits  of 
$43.3m. ,  or  49  cents  a  share,  a  year  earlier. 

The  Pasadena-based  firm  said  its  profits  shrank  despite  a  rise 
in  revenues  to  $177.1m.  from  $l66.7m.  Reuter 

National  Freight’s  shares  off  sharply:  Britain’s  largest  transport 
group,  NFC  Pic.  reported  a  steep  fall  in  first  half  profit 
yesterday,  disappointing  investors  who  pushed  the  shares  down 
sharply. 

NFC,  formerly  the  state-owned  National  Freight 
Corporation,  made  pre-tax  profits  of  £49.0  million  pounds  in  the 
six  months  to  mid-April,  down  from  £86.6m.  pounds  last  time. 

Ignoring  exceptional  gains  last  year,  underlying  profits  rose 
30  percent  to  £48.8m. 

The  group  also  lifted  turnover,  5.3%  percent  to  £1.02  billion 
m  patchy  recovery,  but  not  enough  to  satisfy  foe  market.

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Rangers  win  Stanley  Cup  to  end  54-year  curse

NEW  YORK 
(AP)  -  The. 
“curse”  is  fi¬ 
nally  over. 

In  60  min¬ 
utes  Tuesday 
night,  the  New 
York  Rangers 
ended  54  years 
of  frustration  with  an  emotional  3- 
2  victory  over  the  Vancouver  Ca¬ 
nucks  in  the  decisive  seventh  game 
of  the  Stanley  Cup  finals. 

“We’re  going  to  celebrate  this 
like  we’ve  never  celebrated  any¬ 
thing  in  our  lives,”  captain  Mark 
Messier  said  after  the  Rangers 
won  their  first  Cup  since  1940. 
“Once  you  get  a  taste  of  the  Cup, 
you  never  want  to  lose  it.” 

Kevin  Lowe,  a  teammate  of 
Messier’s  on  five  Stanley  Cup 
teams  in  Edmonton  and  now  one 
in  New  York,  thought  it  was  just 
the  start  of  many  more  for  the 
Rangers. 

But  for  the  moment,  one  is 
more  than  enough. 

With  their  Madison  Square  Gar¬ 
den  victory,  the  Rangers  ended 
the  sorriest  streak  in  NHL  history. 
So  much  had  been  made  of  the 
yearly  failures  that  the  Rangers 
were  said  to  be  cursed  and  became 
fodder  for  jokes. 

No  more. 

“Now  the  Rangers  organization 
has  a  Stanley  Cup.”  Lowe  said. 
“Now  Brian  Leetch,  who  was  the 
Stanley  Cup  MVP,  has  a  Stanley 
Cup,  now  he's  experienced.  Now 
Mike  Richter  is  experienced.  Now 
Alex  (Kovalev)  is  experienced. 

“Now  these  guys  can  carry  the 
torch.  These  guys  can  get  the  ma¬ 
chine  going  and  hopefully  turn  out 
more." 

This  was  all  supposed  to  happen 
for  the  Cup-starved  Ranger  fans  in 
Game  5  in  New  York  when  they 
came  to  the  Garden,  only  to  have 
the  Canucks  rain  on  their  planned 
parade.  With  a  3-1  lead  in  the  best- 
of-7  series,  the  Rangers  were  only 
one  game  away  from  the  Cup. 

But  the  Canucks,  who  only  had 
the  14th-best  record  among  play¬ 
off  teams  compared  to  New  York’s 
top  mark,  had  different  plans. 

They  sent  the  series  back  to 
Vancouver  for  a  Game  6,  which 
they  also  won  to  set  the  stage  for 
Tuesday  night's  deciding  game. 

In  keeping  with  the  Rangers’ 


close  calls  in  this  year's  playoffs,  it 
was  still  in  doubt  until  the  final 
buzzer.  In  previous  games,  the 
Rangers  had  lost  three  leads  in  the 
last  minute  -  two  to  the  New  Jer¬ 
sey  Devils  in  the  Eastern  Confer¬ 
ence  finals  and  one  to  the  Canucks 
in  the  opener  of  the  championship 
round. 

“I  tried  to  be  pretty  relaxed  up 
to  that  point,"  Rangers  coach 
Mike  Keenan  said,  “but  when  the 
guys  jumped  on  the  ice  when  they 
called  icing  with  1.6  seconds  left,  I 
□early  snapped. 

“1  thought  they  might  call  a  pen¬ 
alty  (for  too  many  men).  We  just 
had  too  many  close  calls  -  teams 
scoring  against  us  in  the  last  min¬ 
ute  -  so  I  felt  a  little  bit  antsy  and 
then  relieved  when  it  was  finally 
over.” 

Canucks  general  manager-coach 
Pat  Quinn  felt  something  else. 

“Having  a  series  like  this,  it 
tears  your  guts  out  to  lose,”  he 
said. 

True,  his  Cauucks  had  given  the 
Rangers  ail  they  could  handle.  As 
the  best  team  in*the  league  during . 
the  regular  season,  the  Rangers 
had  come  into  the  playoffs  the 
favorites. 

They  looked  the  part,  sweeping 
the  New  York  Islanders  in  four 
games  and  then  beating  Washing¬ 
ton  in  five  before  an  excruciating 
seven-game  series  against  New 
Jersey,  which  went  down  II  over¬ 
time  in  Game  7. 

The  Canucks,  meanwhile,  had 
had  a  mediocre  season  before  be¬ 
coming  the  “Comeback  Kids”  of 
the  playoffs.  Down  3-1  to  Calgary, 
they  battled  back  to  win  three 
straight  overtime  games.  Then 
they  knocked  off  Dallas  and  To¬ 
ronto  to  advance  to  the  finals. 

“Those  who  have  seen  us  knew 
we  had  a  pretty  good  hockey 
club,”  Quinn  said,  “and  did  un¬ 
derachieve  during  the  regular  sea¬ 
son.  If  we  did  play  to  our  capabili¬ 
ties,  we  were  capable  of  doing 
exactly  what  we  did.” 

Naturally,  the  Rangers  didn't 
make  things  easy  on  themselves. 
They  twice  had  two-goal  leads  -  2- 
0  in  the  first  period  and  3-1  in  the 
second  -  and  left  things  in  doubt 
right  to  the  very  end. 

“It  was  definitely  a  big  bonus  to 
get  the  first  goal,”  Rangers  de¬ 
fenseman  Jay  Wells  said  of 


Leetch ’s  score  from  the  left  circle 
at  11:02. 

It  was  even  bigger  when  Adam 
Graves  scored  from  the  slot  at 
14:45  to  give  the  Rangers  a  2-0 
lead  after  the  first  period,  the  first 
time  they  had  led  by  as  many  as 
two  goals  after  the  first  20  minutes 
in  the  finals. 

When  Trevor  Linden  scored  a 
breakaway  shorthanded  goal  for 
the  Canucks  at  5:21  of  the  second 
period,  the  Rangers  didn't  lose 
their  composure,  as  they  had  in 
earlier  games  against  Vancouver. 

This  time.  Messier  made  it  3-1 
Rangers  with  a  power-play  goal  at 
13:29  during  a  scramble  in  front  of 
the  net. 

“The  big  goal  was  Messier's.” 
Linden  said.  “If  we  get  the  penalty 
killed  there,  it’s  still  2-1.” 

It  was  far  from  over,  though. 
Linden  scored  at  4:50  of  the  third 
period  to  make  it  3-2  and  the  Ca¬ 
nucks  stormed  the  net  in  the  final 
six  minutes  to  make  things  inter¬ 
esting.  On  one  sequence.  Nathan 
Lafayette  hit  the  post. 

“We  were  within  a  goal  of  tying 
it.”  Linden  said.  “I  felt  absolutely 
confident  we  could  win." 

But  not  the  way  Ranger  goal- 
tender  Mike  Richter  was  playing. 
He  made  some  great  stops  at  the 
end  to  shut  the  door  on  the  upstart 
Canucks. 

“At  that  point,  the  team  had 
played  well  in  front  of  me.”  said 
Richter,  who  made  28  saves  to 
outduel  Vancouver  goalie  Kirk 
McLean.  “I  felt  stronger  as  the 
game  progressed." 

And  so  the  Rangers  got  to  carry 
the  Cup  around  rhe  ice  -  every 
Ranger  from  Conne-Smythe  win¬ 
ner  Leetch  to  Jay  Wells,  one  of  the 
team's  overshadowed 

defensemen. 

“I  had  no  idea  what  to  do  with 
it."  Wells  said  of  holding  the  Cup 
for  the  first  time.  “All  Lwas  trying 
to  do  was  not  to  drop  it,  not  to  trip 
on  the  wires. 

“It’s  been  15  years  that  I've  seen 
the  Cup  in  pictures,  but  I've  never 
touched  it.  never  even  come  close 
to  it.”

Simpson's  lawyer  withdrew  from 
the  case  yesterday  as  investigators 
Wfefe  sOicI  ttf  be  clrisingmon  the 
former  football  great  for  the 
slayings  of  his  second  ex-wife  and 
a  waiter. 

Attorney  Howard  Weitzman 
said,  “Because  of  my  personal  re¬ 
lationship  with  him,  I  can  no  long¬ 
er  give  him  the  attention  he  de¬ 
serves.  Robert  Shapiro  will  take 
over  the  primary  responsibilities 
for  representing  O  J.” 

Nicole  Simpson,  35,  lived  in  a 
Brentwood  condominium  two 
miles  from  her  former  husband's 
mansion.  Her  body  and  that  of  25- 
year-old  Ronald  Lyle  Goldman,  a 
waiter  at  a  restaurant  nearby,  were 
found  outside  her  condo  about 
12:10  a.m.  Monday.  She  and 
Simpson  divorced  in  1992. 

The  46-year-old  Simpson  has 
denied .  any  involvement  in  the 
slayings. 

Ms.  Simpson's  throat  was 
slashed,  and  Goldman's  wounds 
indicate  he  put  up  a  fierce  struggle 
before  he  died,  investigators  said. 
Simpson  had  scratches  on  his  body 
when  police  questioned  him  Mon¬ 
day,  the  Los  Angeles  Times 
reported. 

Authorities  withheld  other  de¬ 
tails,  including  an  estimated  time 
of  death,  but  Weitzman  said  police 


believe  the  killings  occuned  about 
11  p.m.  Sunday. 

Simpson  left  Los  Angeles  Sun¬ 
day  on  an  11:45  p.m.  flight  to  Chi¬ 
cago,  where  he  had  a  business 
meeting,  Weitzman  said.  The  air¬ 
port  is  about  a  20-minute  drive 
from  Simpson's  home. 

Weitzman  confirmed  that  a 
bloody  towel  was  found  in  Simp¬ 
son’s  room  at  the  O'Hare  Plaza 
Hotel  in  Chicago,  where  Simpson 
had  checked  in  hours  after  the 
killing. 

Before  he  left  the. case,  Weitz¬ 
man  said  the  only  scratches  he 
knew  of  on  Simpson's  body  were 
on  his  hand.  Simpson  slammed  his 
hand  down  on  a  broken  glass  when 
he  learned  of  his  ex-wife's  death, 
the  lawyer  said. 

Police  found  a  trail  of  small  red¬ 
dish-brown  stains  leading  up 
Simpson's  driveway.  The  Times 
said  the  drops  had  been  deter¬ 
mined  to  be  blood. 

Investigators  also  removed 
bloodstained  patches  of  carpet 
from  Simpson's  Ford  Bronco. 

A  bloody  glove  found  inside 
Simpson's  house  matched  a  glove 
found  at  the  scene  of  the  crime, 
the  Times  and  the  Daily  News 
reported.  f 

Friends  said  Simpson  and  his 
former  wife  had  been  considering 
a  reconciliation,  but  the  Times 


quoted  an  unidentified  source  as 
saying  Ms.  Simpson  toid  him  sev¬ 
eral  weeks  ago  that  they  could 
never  get  back  together. 

Police  had  been  called  to  her 
town  house  several  times  in  recent 
months  to  deal  with  disputes  be¬ 
tween  the  two.  the  source  said. 

Meanwhile,  a  therapist,  Susan 
Forward,  who  mer twice  with  Ms. 
Simpson  during  her  divorce,  said 
that  the  former  athlete  had  beaten 
and  stalked  his  wife. 

Forward  said  that  Simpson  beat 
his  wife  during  their  seven-year 
marriage  -  punching,  kicking  .and 
severely  bruising  her  -  and  stalked 
her  after  the  divorce. 

“He  said,  'If  you  ever  try  to 
leave  me.  Til  kill  you.’  He  would 
follow  her  to  restaurants  and  bars 
and  make  scenes  and  threaten  to 
kill  her,”  said  Forward,  author  of 
Men  Who  Halt  Women  and  the 
Women  Who  Love  Them. 

Police  said  Ms.  Simpson  and 
Goldman  were  not  linked  roman¬ 
tically,  and  their  relationship  did 
not  appear  to  be  at  the  heart  of  the 
slayings,  the  Times  said.  Friends 
said  Goldman  was  in  the  wrong 
place  at  the  wrong  time. 

Ms.  Simpson  had  left  her  glasses 
at  the  restaurant  after  dining  there 
Sunday  night,  and  Goldman  went 
after  her,  volunteering  to  return 
them. 


SAN  JOSE  (Reuter)  -  When  a 
player  is  injured  during  a  soccer 
match  in  Brazil,- the  first  person 
to  reach- him  is, .often#  radio,  re¬ 
porter.  who  shoves  a  microphone, 
in  his  face  and  broadcasts  bis 
grunts  and  groans  live  on  the  air. 

Listeners  can  also  savor  players 
swearing  and  shouting  at  each 
other  when  a  fight  breaks  ont  and  disgruntled  stars 
cursing  their  coach  when  they  are  substituted  during  a 
game. 

In  Brazil,  players  are  interviewed  as  they  warm  up 
on  the  pitch  before  a  game,  as  they  come  off  at 
halftime  and  even  when  they  are  taking  a  shower 
afterwards. 

Reporters  stand  behind  the  goal  and  at  the  slightest 
sign  of  trouble  run  on  to  the  pitch  to  register  the 
drama. 

Bat  the  methods  of  the  Brazilian  media,  and  the 
radio  reporters  especially,  have  led  to  confusion  and 
chaos  in  the  US,  where  around  400  Brazilian  journal¬ 
ists  are  covering  the  fortunes  of  their  team  in  the 
World  Cup. 

US  authorities  may  be  well  prepared  for  earth¬ 
quakes  and  other  calamities.  But  they  have  so  far 
proved  incapable  of  meeting  the  demands  of  the 
Brazilian  media,  who  have  left  in  their  wake  a  trail  of 
shattered  press  officers. 

The  spokesman  at  last  week's  Brazfi-Hondaras 
game  in  San  Diego  apologized  for  the  behavior  of 
Brazilian  radio  reporters  after  plans  for  a  post-match 
briefing  were  wrecked. 

Organizers  had  set  up  a  podium  for  interviewees 
and  arranged  neat  rows  of  seats  for  reporters.  It  was 
to  be  the  usual  routine  -  one  question  at  a  time. 

But  as  soon  as  Brazil  coach  Carlos  Alberto  Parreira 


appeared,  dozens  of  radio  reporters  barged  to  the  . 
front,  thrust  cellular  phones  and  tape  recorders  in  tV 
front  of, him  and  asked  questions  all  at  the  same  time!  • 

•-=  American  journalists  sat  in  their  seats  shaking -their 
..  heads.  -  - 

Hie  Brazilians  were  then  told  after  Sunday's  game 
with  El  Salvador  they  would  be  allowed  to  interview 
players  by  the  dressing  room.  But  fighting  broke  out 
when  security  guards  refused  to  allow  journalists  near 
the  players. 

Reporters  and  security  staff  exchanged  punches 
and  kicks,  some  people  had  shirts  tom  and  other 
journalists  buried  anti-American  abuse  at  guards  in 
the  ensuing  melee. 

A  dozen  police  officers  then  forced  their  way  . 
through  and  formed  a  cordon  around  the  dressing 
room  door. 

“This  is  the  sort  of  violent,  brutal  police  you  expect 
in  Brazil,”  said  Marcio  Guedes  of  O  Dia,  a  Rio  de 
Janeiro  daily. 

Reporters  say  they  accept  they  will  not  be  given  as 
much  freedom  during  the  World  Cup  as  they  get  back 
home  -  touchline  interviews  mil  be  strictly  prohibited 
-  but  they  insist  on  the  sacred  post-match  grilling  of 
players. 

“In  Brazil,  I  have  interviewed  players  as  they  cele¬ 
brate  goals  and  goalkeepers  as  they  organizse  the  wail 
ar  a  free  kick,”  said  Deni  Menezes  of  Radio  Clobo. 
“Hie  players  are  used  to  it  and  I  have  a  good  relation¬ 
ship  with  them. 

Wanderley  Rizzo  of  Radio  Jovem  Panam  added: 
“Yes,  I  admit  we  are  aggressive.  But  we  have  to  be. 

We  are  live  and  the  Brazilian  people  want  to  bear 
what  the  players  are  thinking. 

Reporters  insist  they  are  giving  the  Brazilian  public 
what  they  want  and  help  divert  attention  from  the 
country's  economic  woes.  ^

NEW  YORK  (AF)  ~  Baseball 
owners  did  exactly  as  expected 
Tuesday,  proposing  a  salary  cap  to 
the  Major  League  Baseball  Play¬ 
ers  Association  in  exchange  for  a 
50-50  split  of  revenue  and  elimina¬ 
tion  of  salary  arbitration. 

Under  the  plan,  which  the  union 
is  expected  to  resist,  players  would 
become  eligible  for  free  agency  af¬ 
ter  four  years  of  major  league  ser¬ 
vice  instead  of  the  current  six. 
However,  players'  old  clubs  would 
be  able  to  match  the  highest  offer 
until  a  player  has  six  years  of 
service. 

Management  negotiator  Rich¬ 
ard  Ravitch  estimated  players  will 
receive  58  percent  of  $1.72  billion 
in  revenue  this  season  -  about  $1 
billion,  including  benefits. 

He  said  the  proposal,  a  seven- 
year  contract  that  would  be  phased 
in  over  the  first  four  seasons,  is 
needed  because  of  a  growing  dis¬ 
parity  in  the  payrolls  between 
clubs  from  large  and  small 
markets. 

Players  fear  management  will 
declare  an  impasse  in  bargaining 
and  unilaterally  implement  the 
plan  after  the  season.  To  prevent 
that,  the  union  is  considering  a 
strike  to  force  an  agreement,  and 
is  expected  to  set  a  strike  deadline 
when  the  executive  board  meets 
again  at  Pittsburgh  on  Jody  II.  the 
day  before  the  All-Star  game. 

Owners  also  attempted  to  get  a 
salary  cap  four  years  ago,  but  their 


efforts  resulted  in  a  32-day  lockout 
and  the  forced  resignation  of  base¬ 
ball  commissioner  Fay  Vincent.

Clalit  hospitals  to  reduced  schedule 


Teachers  union  won’t  try 


ALL  of  Kupat  Holim  Qalit’s  15 
will  be  on  a  reduced 
Shabbat  schedule  starting  this 
morning,  due  to  shortages  of  sup¬ 
plies  and  staff  caused  by  the 
strike  by  6,000  clerical  and  main¬ 
tenance  workers  that  began 
yesterday. 

Outpatient  clinics  will  be  dosed 
and  all  non-emergency  surgery 
will  be  canceled.  However,  all 
the  1,300  community  health 
fund  clinics  are  to  function 
normally. 

Finance  Ministry  negotiators 
and  representatives  of  the  union 
and  the  health  fund  made  no  pro¬ 
gress  yesterday  in  resolving  the 
dispute. 

Union  chief  Haim  Baranes  said 
the  staffers  are  fighting  for  a  25% 
salary  increase  promised  them  on 
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May  1  by  Clalit  and  Histadmt  offi¬ 
cials,  but  not  approved  by  Trea¬ 
sury  wage  chief  Shalom  Granit. 
Baranes  asserted  that  all  other 
health  workers,  including  doctors, 
nurses  and  paramedical  workers, 
received  hefty  increases.  Howev¬ 
er,  he  added,  the  low-paid  mainte¬ 
nance  workers  and  derks  were  the 
last  to  complete  negotiations,  and 
due  to  Clalit's  financial  crisis,  the 
Treasury  vetoed  the  hikes. 

The  health  fund’s  1,300  clinics 
were  barely  affected  by  the  strike 
yesterday,  as  doctors,  nurses  and 
paramedical  workers  functioned 
normally.  However,  since  dime 
administrative  offices  were  dosed, 
derks  did  not  collect  special  fees 
from  patients.  'The  patients  in  the 


clinics  were  very  pleased  by  this,” 
said  Clalit  spokesman  David  Ta- 
gar. 

However,  in  the  health  fund's 
15  hospitals,  families  had  to  deliv¬ 
er  food  from  the  kitchens  to  pa¬ 
tients,  and  little  deaning  was 
done.  Nurses  dug  into  tbe  emer¬ 
gency  supplies  for  dean  laundry. 

Tagar  said  that  in  a  few  days, 
emergency  supplies  would  run 
out. 

The  Finance  Ministry  spokes¬ 
man  yesterday  declared  that  the 
union's  demands  were  baseless 
and  irresponsible.  “An  official 
committee  had  approved  a  17  per¬ 
cent  increase  in  the  wages  of  gov¬ 
ernment  derks  and  maintenance 
workers  so  that  they  would  be 


equalized  with  those  of  their 
counterparts  in  Clalit.  Now  the 
Clalit  union  wants  to  restore  the 
gap  between  them  to  their  advan¬ 
tage. 

“The  Clalit  workers  tbave  al¬ 
ready  received  a  20  percent  in¬ 
crease  for  1994,”  said  the  spokes¬ 
man. 

Granit  said  that  acceding  to  the 
union's  demands  would  set  off  a 
spiral  of  demands  from  other 
sectors  and  significantly  raise 
the  cost  of  medical  care  even  fur¬ 
ther. 

“The  strike  will  endanger  Ku¬ 
pat  Holim  Clalit  and  scare  mem¬ 
bers  away,  which  will  only  hurt  the 
workers  themselves.  We  recog¬ 
nize  that  the  employees  work 
hard,  but  they  have  already  re¬ 
ceived  their  wage  increases.” 


THE  Histadrut  Teachers  Union 
said  yesterday,  it  would  no  longer 
participate  in  an  experiment  in 
which  a  five-day  week  was  con¬ 
ducted  in  elementary  schools  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  - 

“The  experiment  was  a  disaster. 
The  proper  conditions  bad  not 
been  prepared  and  the  children 
were  put  on  the  streets  on  Fridays. 
It  was  a  mess,"  a  onion  spokes¬ 
woman  said* 

Education  Ministry  Director- 
Geneial  Shimshon  Shoshani  last 
night  expressed  astonishment  at 
the  announcement,  saying  that  the 
union  was  not  empowered  to  over¬ 
turn  government  decisions.  ■  ■ 

“The  ministry  did  not  ask  for 
the  union's  permission  to  begin 
the  five-day  week,”  Shoshani  said 
in  a  letter  to  Avrabam  Ben-Shab- 
bat,  the  union's  secretary-gene ral- 
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ly.  “The  union  signed  an  agree¬ 
ment  and  it  is  not  acceptable  prac¬ 
tice  to  cancel  work  arrangements 
in  such  a  unilateral  manner.” 

Bat  Shoshani  pointed  out  that, 
the  ministry  had-  earlier  -an¬ 
nounced  that  the  experiment  had 
come  to  an  end,  and  that  every 
local  countil  was  free  to  decide  for 
itself  it  it  wished  to  continue  the 
program.  He  said  die  ministry 
would  provide  assistance  to  those, 
local  authorities  interested  in  do¬ 
ing  so.  .... 

The  change  to  a  five-day  week 
Was  implemented  at  the  beginning 
of  the  schoolyear  in  some  dozen 
localities,  it  was  agreed  at  the  time 
that  the  program  would  be  exam¬ 
ined  by  experts  and  that  the  minis¬ 
try- would  provide  assistance  and 


Arab  local  council 
heads  call  for 
resuming  strike

SEVERAL  Arab  local  council 
heads  are  calling  for  a  resumption 
of  the  strike  which  shut  down  mu¬ 
nicipal  services  in  Arab  towns  and 
villages  for  over  three  weeks. 

The  strike  was  called  off  earlier 
this  month  after  the  council  heads, 
in  a  relatively  narrow  vote,  decided 
to  accept  a  Treasury  and  Interior 
Ministry  offer  of  increased  funding. 

Since  then,  however,  the  coun¬ 
cils  have  not  received  any  of  the 
money  promised  to  help  over¬ 
come  immediate  financial  prob¬ 
lems  and  cover  outstanding  debts, 
council  heads  said. 

“More  than  10  councils  have 
not  paid  their  employees  for  as 
long  as  six  months.  They  are  bank¬ 
rupt  and  without  immediate  finan¬ 
cial  aid  they  cannot  provide  even 
minimal  services,”  said  Hussein 
Suleiman,  spokesman  for  the  fo¬ 
rum  of  Arab  Council  Heads. 


He  said  municipal  employees  in 
Ba'eneh  village,  near  Karmiel, 
had  declared  a  strike  over  non¬ 
payment  of  their  salaries  for  six 
months  and  services  to  the  5,000 
residents  were  at  a  standstill. 

“We  ended  our  strike  12  days 
ago  on  the  basis  of  promises  that 
were  made  including  the  pledge 
that  money  would  be  forwarded  to 
the  councils  in  dire  financial  straits. 
This  has  not  happened,”  said  Sulei¬ 
man,  who  is  also  head  of  MashTiad 
local  council  in  the  Galilee. 

An  emergency  meeting  is  to  be 
held  by  the  council  leaders  in 
Shfaram  today  to  decide  the  next 
course  of  action. 

“I  hope  the  Interior  Ministry  will 
respond  to  tbe  dire  need  of  the 
impoverished  councils  and  there 
won't  be  any  need  to  renew  tbe 
strike,  with  tbe  attendant  suffering 
to  tbe  community/’  Suleiman  said.

Labor,  Ram  still  at  odds 
in  Histadrut  coalition  talks

THE  crisis  in  the  Histadrut  coali¬ 
tion  talks  between  Labor  and  Ram 
deepened  yesterday  when  Ram 
announced  that  it  will  meet  tomor¬ 
row  to  decide  whether  to  open 
negotiations  with  the  Likud. 

The  announcement  followed 
the  Tel  Aviv  labor  council  conven¬ 
tion’s  approval  of  tbe  coalition 
agreement  made  between  Labor 
and  tbe  Likud. 

In  fact,  both  Ram  and  Labor 
have  already  begun  unofficial 
talks  with  the  Histadrut's  Likud 
faction  leaders,  probing  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  forming  a  coalition.  Likud 
Histadrut  faction  head  MK  Ya’a- 
cov  Shamai  denied  yesterday  that 
he  had  been  approached  by  any¬ 
one  from  Ram. 

At  yesterday's  meeting  of  Ram 
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leaders,  there  appeared  to  be  a 
general  consensus  for  forming  a 
coalition  with  the  Likud,  Ram 
sources  said,  despite  Mapam  and 
the  Gtizens  Rights  Movement's 
executives  former  objections.  Ma¬ 
pam  and  the  CRM's  councils  are 
to  meet  today  to  form  their  posi¬ 
tion  on  this  issue. 

The  conflict  between  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin  and  out¬ 
going  Histadrut  Secretary-Gener¬ 
al  Haim  Haberfeld  was  aggravat¬ 
ed  yesterday  when  Haberfeld  gave 
his  blessing  to  the  Tel  Aviv  labor 
council's  agreement  with  the  Li¬ 
kud,  despite  Rabin's  instructions 
to  cancel  the  agreements  with  the 
Likud  in  the  labor  councils. 


Speaking  at  a  meeting  of  Labor's 
Histadrut  faction  leaders.  Haber¬ 
feld  said  that  there  is  no  connection 
between  the  Histadrut  coalition 
agreement  and  those  made  by  die 
various  local  labor  councils. 

Haberfeld  said  Rabin’s  threat  to 
appoint  a  receiver  for  Kupat  Holim 
unless  the  Histadrut  convention 
meets  by  die  end  of  the  month  is  an 
empty  threat  and  a  mere  attempt  to 
pressure  the  faction. 

Commenting  on  Ramon's  ulti¬ 
matum.  Haberfeld  said  that  “Ra¬ 
mon  is  leading  us  astray  and 
mocking  Rabin  as  well.  We  can 
also  make  an  agreement  with  tbe 
Ukud  and  form  a*  block  which 
would  prevent  any  derision  re¬ 
quiring  two-thirds  of  tbe  votes  of 
the  Histadrut  institutions/' 


Fraud  scam  suspect  almost  freed  by  accident 


A  MAN  suspected  of  being  the 
central  figure  in  a  NTS  15  million 
fraud  scam  was  nearly  released 
from  custody  by  Tel  Aviv  Magis¬ 
trates  Court  yesterday,  after  he 
appeared  before  it  on  other 
charges  under  a  different  name. 

Efi  Peri.  37,  also  known  as 
Haim  Ifergan,  was  released  on 
bail  by  Judge  Yehudit  Amster¬ 
dam,  after  being  arrested  for  foil¬ 
ing  to  answer  a  subpoena. 

But  fraud  squad  detectives  in¬ 
vestigating  a  scam  involving  a 
gang  who  allegedly  swindled  fac¬ 
tories  and  suppliers  out  of  millions 
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of  shekels,  managed  to  locate 
Peri/Ifergan  just  before  he  left 
Abu  Kabir,  where  he  had  been 
detained.  His  initial  hearing  on 
the  fraud  charges  was  postponed 
until  today. 

Peri/Ifergan  allegedly  headed  a 
gang  who  set  up  straw  companies 
and  then  bought  vast  quantities  of 
cosmetics,  cleaning  materials, 
electrical  goods  and  other  items 
using  bad  checks. 

Police  suspect  that  the  gang 
bribed  bank  managers  who  alleg¬ 


edly  provided  factories  with  false 
details  of  the  gang  members’  bank 
accounts,  so  they  would  be  grant¬ 
ed  credit.  Several  managers  have 
been  questioned  and  released  on 
bail,  police  said. 

Three  other  suspects,  including 
the  owner  of  the  Shirilee  trading 
company,  who  are  suspected  of 
financing  the  operations  were  ar¬ 
rested  10  days  ago  and  later  re¬ 
leased.  Police  said  more  arrests 
are  imminent. 

Peri/Ifergan  allegedly  began  the 
scam  in  1988,  and  together  with 
others  formed  some  10  straw  firms. 


Singles  to  get  5%  of  Housing  Ministry’s  Sderot  flats 


THE  Housing  Ministry  has  derid¬ 
ed  to  reserve  5%  of  its  remaining 
apartments  in  Sderot  for  singles, 
following  a  petition  to  the  High 
Court  of  Justice  against  its  ban  on 
unmarried  buyers. 

The  petition  was  filed  by  the 
Association  for  Civil  Rights  in  Is¬ 
rael  (ACRI)  on  behalf  of  30-year- 
old  Sderot  resident  Charlie  Elbaz, 
■who  had  been  denied  the  right  to 
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purchase  one  of  tbe  ministry's 
apartments  even  though  he  is  eli¬ 
gible  for  financial  assistance. 

The  ministry  said  its  first  priori¬ 
ty  was  to  provide  housing  for  fam¬ 


ilies  and  that  therefore  it  was  not 
allocating  any  apartments  to  sin¬ 
gles. 

Elbaz  and  ACRI  therefore  peti¬ 
tioned  the  court,  claiming  this  was 
unjust  discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  marital  status.

According  to  impresario  Zev 
Eizik,  trucks  carrying  the  equip¬ 
ment  for  the  show  have  been  sit¬ 
ting  at  the  Taba  border  for  two 
days,  and  have  not  been  permitted 
to  unload  their  equipment  be¬ 
cause  “there  are  some  people 
with  considerable  influence 
who  are  unhappy  about  the  con¬ 
cert.”

But  Gabriel  said  be  very  much 


wanted  to  perform  in  an  Arab 
state  in  addition  to  playing  in  Isra¬ 
el,  and  mentioned  the  possibility 
of  performing  in  Cairo  or  even 
Jericho. 

-  “It  was  important  to  me  when  I 
agreed  to  come  here,  that  I  do 
something  to  make  the  Arab  audi¬ 
ence  feel  like  a  part  of  what  is 
happening,”  he  said. 

Gabriel,  who  has  been  active  in 
sucb  organizations  as  Amnesty  In¬ 
ternational  said  that  he  would 
not  have  agreed  to  perform  in  Is¬ 
rael  before  tbe  accord  with  the 
PLO. 

Before  boarding  a  plane  from 
Tel  Aviv  to  Eilat  yesterday,  he 
said  that  if  necessary,  he  would 
personally  plead  his  case  before 
Egyptian  officials. 

“This  concert  comes  from  good 
intentions  and  I  don't  see  how  it 
could  be  a  harmful  event,”  the 
singer  said.

No  voting  on  non-Jewlsh  holidays 

Important  Knesset  votes,  including  no-confidence  votes  and  the 
election  of  MKs  to  Knesset  committees,  will  not  be  held  on 
Moslem,  Christian  or  Druse  holidays,  according  to  a  House 
committee  decision.  Hie  committee  will  also  decide  on  which 
holy  days  of  the  minority  religions  the  Knesset  will  be  closed.

Tbe  movements,  along  with  the 
Israel  Lands  Administration  and 
Housing  Ministry,  firmly  rejected 
what  they  termed  as  distorted,  in¬ 
flated  and  biased  data,  deliberate¬ 
ly  spread  by  politically  interested 
parties;  .  •  • 

The  report  on  Israel  Radio  yes¬ 
terday  attributed  this  estimate  to 
Treasury  officials,  government 
sources  and  certain  MKs.  They 
referred  to  some  one  million  dun¬ 
ams  in  the  central  region  held 
mostly  by  kibbutzim  and  mosha- 
vim,  commercial  companies,  and 
citrus  growers.  Recently  the  cabi¬ 
net  announced  plans  to  rezone 
some'of  these  agricultural  land  re¬ 
serves  for  bousing  construction. 

The  immense  sums  reported 
triggered  demands  by  MK  Dedi 
Zucker  (Meretz)  and  MK  Sylvan 
Shalom  (Ukud)  to  take  the  matter* 
out  of  the  hands  of  civil  servants 
and  let  the  Knesset  decide  oh  the 
land  distribution. 

“A  decision  of  such  unprece¬ 
dented  proportions  concerning 
the  distribution  of  national  wealth 
cannot  be  left  in  the  hands  of 
clerks  and  requires  tbe  most  dem¬ 
ocratic  national  institution,  the 
Knesset,”  Zucker  said. 

Spokesmen  for  kibbutz  and  mo¬ 
shav  movements  said  the  land  con¬ 
cerned  is  worth  at  most  NIS  2  bil¬ 
lion. 

Giora  Forman,  of  the  Kibbutz 
Ha'artti  movement,  said  that  of 
the  million  dunams  of  agricultural 
land  concerned,  only  150,000  dun¬ 
ams  would  be  rezoned  for  con' 
struction.  He  blasted  the  MKs 
who  bad  announced  tbe  larger  fig¬ 
ures  for  “trying  to  turn  public 
opinion  against  us,  by  portraying 
us  as  greedy  land  speculators.” 

The  movements  are  demanding 
tbe  right  to  market  their  land  to 
contractors  themselves,  so  they 
can  use  the  proceeds  to  cover  their 
debts.  Kibbutz  Ha'artzi  secretary 
Amiram  Efrati  said  “we  have  a 
right' to  this  land,  whicb  we  have 
settled  on,  held  in  the  face  of  ad¬ 
versity,  cultivated  and  defended 
for  tbe  state  despite  debts,  losses 
and  poverty  for  die  past  40  years. 
By  so  doing,  the  land  acquired  tbe 
high  value  it  now  has.  and  now  we 
should  be  allowed  to  use  it  once 
again  in  order  to  earn  the  income 
imperative  for  survival.” 

Tbe  DLA,  however,  insists  that:, 
the  land  is  state  land.  Tbe  fact  that 
kibbutzim  and  mosbavim  have 
cultivated  and  defended  the  land! 
for  40  years  doesn't  make  them  its, 
owners,  an  ILA  source  said. 

The  source  added  that  though 
112.000  bousing  units  are  planned 
for  the  area  in  question,  only  10% 
of  thk  land  is  immediately  avail¬ 
able  for  building. 
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feet  the  Vatican.  “There  is  no  hint 
[in  the  agreement]  that  the  holy 
places  will  be  handled  only  by  the 
Palestinians,”  he  said.  “All  reli¬ 
gions  will  have  to  participate  in 
this  solution.” 

But  Beilin  acknowledged  that 
the  Vatican  had  not  been  aware  of 
the  secret  letter  on  the  status  of 
Jerusalem  written  by  Peres  to  late 
Norwegian  foreign  minister  Johan 
Jorgen  Holst. 

An  Israeli  source  involved  in  the . 
Vatican  talks  said  no  specifics  have 
been  completed  over  how  the 
church  will  participate  in  talks  on 
Jerusalem.  So  far,  the  Vatican  has 
been  offered  to  participate  in  mul¬ 
tilateral  talks  that  deal  with  reli¬ 
gious  sites. 

For  his  part,  Montezemolo  said 
the  future  of  Jerusalem's  Christian 
sites  will  be  dealt  with  by  Israel, 
Jordan  and  the  Palestinians.  -This 
is  a  very  complicated  issue/'  he 
said  “We  have  very  good  rela¬ 
tions  with  the  Palestinian  side.  We 


have  our  own  dialogue,  nothing 
official  for  the  time  being.” 

Beilin  said  one  proposal  likely 
to  be  discussed  during  the  negotia¬ 
tions  regarding  Jerusalem  would 
be  to  keep  it  under  Israeli  sover¬ 
eignty  while  divide  the  city  into 
boroughs,  each  with  the  power  of 
administration.  “We  will  have  to 
take  into  account  the  special  needs 
of  the  large  Palestinian  popula¬ 
tion,”  he  said. 

Reuter  adds  from  Damascus: 

A  radical  Palestinian  group  said 
yesterday  it  deplored  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  full  diplomatic  rela¬ 
tions  between  Israel  and  the  Vati¬ 
can  while  Palestinian  land’ 
remained  under  Israeli 
occupation. 

The  Damascus-based  Demo¬ 
cratic  Front  for  the  Liberation  of 
Palestine  (DFLP),  which  is  op¬ 
posed  to  the  Israeli-PLO  peace  ac¬ 
cord:  said  in  a  statement  the  Vati¬ 
can’s  move  would  weaken  efforts 
to  force  Israel  to  respect  human 
rights  and  international 
resolutions. 
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
